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THE LOSS OF THE U. 8. 8S. MAINE. 

In the presence of such a catastrophe as that which 
has overtaken our Navy in the harbor of Havana, lan- 
guage fails us. The simplest possible narration of the 
events as they occurred is in itself the highest eloquence; 
for the human heart is quick to respond to the emotions 
which are awakened by the spectacle of brave men over- 
whelmed in ruin and accepting without complaint the 
consequences of their unquestioning discharge of duty. 
And if the country as a whole is thrilled by the story of 
the loss of the Maine, how much more our Navy, which 
responds in every fibre of its being to this call upon its 
sympathies? 

To those who have escaped congratulations, whose 
full sincerity they all understand, go from those who 
know them so well; have served with them and love 


them. For those who lie beneath the waters of that ill- 


fated Cuban harbor, and those who suffer from injur- 
ies, perhaps worse than death—heroes all—there is such 
sympathy as can be only offered by those in like estate. 
What honor can we do them that will be beyond their 
desert ?—what tenderness show towards those whom they 
have left in their desolated homes, that is beyond their 
needs? 

Again bas the country received proof of the character 
of the men who command our Navy. Could there be a 
more severe test of a man’s quality than that to which 
Capt. Sigsbee was subjected? How well he met it is 
shown by his first dispatch, in which he counselled a sus- 
pension of judgment as to the cause of the calamity, It is 
those who suffer most from this disaster—who are best 
able to judge of its full extent and appalling significance 

who have been the most calm and collected, and who 
have done the most to restrain hysterical utterances and 
to prove to the world that Americans may always be 
depended upon to show in the presence of a great emer- 
geney the calmmess of true courage; the reservation of 
an invincible resolution which can wait until the proper 
time comes for action. Reckless newspapers, and self- 


Congressmen may ruffle the surface of public

life, but they do not represent the steady currents of 


good sense and self control by which the country is really 
governed, 

As to the cause of the aecident—for accident it must 
he considered until there is proof to the contrary—it is too 
early to express a final opinion. We vive elsewhere var 
ious statements by Navy officers most competent to judge 
of the facts. As a whole they tend to show that the ex- 
plosion must have originated within the vessel and that 
there is nothing to prove that it was not due to some one 
of the causes that are always operative in a modern ves- 
sel of war, and which, as experience shows, may at any 
results. The combination of 


time tend to disastrous 


steam, clectricity, high explosives, and coal that may be- 
come self-igniting, is not a happy one, and the most 
exact precautions against accidents may fail at times, as 
they have in the case of other vessels, if not in this par- 
ticular instance. The assumption of hostile design, which 
some have shown themselves so ready to adopt, involves 


consequences too grave to be lightly considered. 


At the present time of writing indications favor the 
presumption that the explosion of the Maine was due to 
the spontaneous combustion of coal in the forward bunk- 
er, producing a temperature sufficient to overheat the 
intervening bulkheads and thus effect the explosion of 
the ammunition stored in the adjacent magazines. 
Whether this be the correct explanation or not, it is sig- 
nificant that it is immediately advanced by many promi- 
nent Navel officers; and it becomes more so when the 
fact is recalled that some two years ago the Cincinnati 
narrowly escaped a like fate from the same cause, and 
that similar fires have originated in the bunkers of both 
the New York and the Oregon. In how many more of 
the new steel ships the same casualty occurred, the Navy 
Department knows. The public also has a right to know 
now every instance of spontaneous combustion of coal 
in these ships which has been reported in order that it 
may judge how the warnings thus given have been 
heeded. 

While the interest of the people in fixing present re- 
sponsibility for this disaster is great, its interest in pre- 
venting similar horrors is greater. Ships intended for 
public defense which contain in themselves the elements 
of their own destruction are no defense at all. And if, 
as some of the plans of the battleships under construe- 
tion show, the bunkers are separated from the maga- 
zines by nothing more than steel bulkheads, is is of extreme 
importance that whatever of risk may be involved in 
this construction should be clearly and fully appreciated 
now, and not left to be found out at some time when the 
result may be to render us crippled and defenseless be- 
fore a public enemy. 

Meanwhile, it is indisputable that coal bunker fires are 
extremely dangerous and that they have occurred. Why, 
then, has coal been stowed next to magazine bulkheads 
and what safeguards have been depended upon? 

So far as appears from the published interviews with 





Naval Constructors and others the only special safety 
device which is stated to have been installed is the or- 
dinary. electrical thermostat. This is nothing but a mer- 
cury column placed in the bunker, which upon a perilous 
rise of temperature around it expands to an extent suffi- 
cient to enable it to close an electrical circuit and so 
start a bell ringing. Such a contrivance as this is no- 
toriously untrustworthy. It is no more reliable than the 
ordinary electric front door bell. 

The accidents which impair the efficiency of electric 
bells, burglar alarms, telephone calls, ete.,.on shore are 
so well known as hardly to need rehearsal. Contacts be- 
come oxidized and refuse to conduct. Magnet coils are 
burnt out by chance currents from dynamos. The in- 
sulating covering of the wires becomes broken or worn 
off and short circuiting takes place. The wires them- 
selves become ruptured and so on. On board ship all 
these difficulties are exaggerated. Wires are broken and 
short circuited by the working of the vessel itself. The 
concussion due to the firing of guns or even to the blows 
of seas breaking against the ship’s sides throws the 
contacts out of adjustment. It is inconceivable that with 
the lesson of the Cincinnati before it, the Department 
should have trusted to so wretched a contrivance as this. 

It has been repeatedly said that no one can predict 
exactly what will happen as the result of a conflict be- 
tween modern warships. The Maine disaster, the re- 
sults of accidents of far less importance. to these same 
ships, and even their behavior under ordinary conditions 
ut sea are uniting to create the idea that it is equally 
ditlicult to foresee what is going to happen in and to the 
ships themselves. The modern war vessel is the most 
highly organized and complicated piece of mechanism 
that the world has ever produced, and like all other 
mechanism it is a linkage of parts bound together, de- 
pending one upon the other in greater or less degree for 
the united function of all, and as in all other linkages, its 
integrity, and its ability to perform its function must 
epend upon the strength of its weakest link. 

If coal in the bunkers can endanger the magazines, 
then it may safely be assumed that, no matter how many 
others eaually weak there are, no weaker link than this 
can be revealed. 

It does not follow that the trouble is one to be cured 
ly asking the inventors to devise a better alarm than 
the ancient thermostat, and collect their reward for it 
from a grateful Government through the Court of 
Claims. Why should not the coal bunkers and the maga- 
zines be placed so far apart that the heat from the one 
cannot get to the other at all? 

There is one other thing to be said. It is a gallant ac- 
tion to blow up the enemy's warship in time of war as 
did William T. Cushing. It is an equally gallant action to 
stay by your own ship after she has been blown up, amid 
deadly peril of more explosions, until your men are off; 
and it argpes even a higher and nobler gallantry to stand 
between this awful experience and an imminent out- 
break of popular frenzy and by cool, brave counsel avert 
the greater calamity. This did Charles D. Sigsbee. No 
man ever better earned the thanks of Congress. His 
country already thanks him and is proud of him. 

We give on another page the particulars of this de- 
plorable disaster so far as they have been received. 





VARIOUS OPINIONS CONCERNING THE DISASTER. 

Capt. Henry Glass, recently in command of the battle- 
snip Texas and now Captain of the yard at Mare Island, 
said he thought he had a theory which might account 
for the explosion, but it would be rash to form any opin- 
ion till divers can make an examination of the Maine’s 
hull, Capt. Glass then went on to recall an incident on 
board the Cincinnati some two years ago and believed 
the same conditions may have existed on Tuesday on the 
Maine, resulting in a great disaster, while on the Cincin- 
nati a catastrophe was averted, 

The Cincinnati was lying at Key West harbor, and, 
the weather being warm, the coal in the bunkers took 
fire from spontaneous combustion, but being an airtight 
compartment an actual blaze could not form for lack of 
sufficient oxygen. 

Separated from the coal bunkers by a steel partition 
was the magazine. It is the same on the Maine. After 
a while this bulkhead became red hot, generating an al- 
most invisible stream of smoke, which from a 
small hatch leading to the magazine. 

A sentry noticed this, and without waiting to investi- 
gate water was flooded into the magazine and bunkers. 
Later it was found that this was not done a minute too 
soon, Could air have gotten into the bunkers the ship 
would undoubtedly have been blown to pieces hours pre- 
viously. Even as it was it was found that many of the 
loaded shells had been charred by the intense heat. It 
Was a miracle, in fact, that any one lived to tell the

In the case of the Maine it may have been heat from 
the fireroom that caused combustion in the bunkers and 
communicated thence to the magazine, assuming a little 
admission of air. 

All the officers seen are united in regarding the bitum- 
inous coal now in use on warships as dangerous. The 
danger, however, could be greatly lessened by separating 
the magazine from the bunkers. 

Capt. W. S. Schley, U. S. N., who had a thrilling ex- 
perience while commanding the cruiser New York, told 
the “Sun” reporter that fire had started from spontane- 
ous combustion in the coal bunkers of the vessel which 
smouldered from 9 o'clock in the morning until 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon without being discovered. It was near 
a magazine bulkhead when finally checked. He expressed 
the opinion that a similar state of affairs was responsi- 
ble for the Maine disaster. 


ENSIGN JOSEPH CABELL BRECKINRIDGE. 
The official report of the death of Ensign Joseph Calelj 
Breckinridge, executive officer of the torpedo boat Cush. 
ing, was received at the Navy Department on Tuesilay 
last. Lieut. “Albert Gleaves, the commanding officer of 
the Cushing, thus described the heroic effort made to 
save his young subordinate. 

“It is my painful duty to report that while making q 
passage from Key West,’ Fla., to this port yesterday, 
Feb. 11, Ensign J. C. Breckinridge, U. S. N., fell 0, er- 
board and was drowned. The Cushing sailed from Key 
West at 7:10 a. m., the wind at the time. being frosh 
from the east-northeast. About 11:30 both wind and .ea 
increased, the wind going back to east-northeast, + nd 
blowing a fresh gale. The sea soon became heavy, that 
when about 12.15 p. m., the coast of Cuba was sigh: ed 
it became necessary to slow the vessel from about 15 
kuets to about § knots, and head her up to the sea wh ch 
was then running from the east, or east-northeast, as 
rear as could be judged, but it was confused and irr g- 
war. Twice green seas swept the deck. About 1:30 p,.

“I was standing by the signal mast on the starbo: rd 
side and witnessed the accident, which occurred very 
quickly. The engines were instantly stopped, two | fe 
buoys thrown to Mr. Breckinridge, both of which ‘ll 
within two or three yards of him, but were swept away 
by the sea. The helm had been ported as soon as the \c- 
cident occurred and the lee boat cleared away and rigged! 
out. Two men, John Everetts, G. M., Ist class, and 
Frank Coppage, seaman, jumped into the lifeboat, |ut 
at this instant the after davit bent in its socket, thus 
causing the after fall to slack and lower the stern of the 
boat which the sea almost filled and the boat swamped 
alongside. Coppage was hauled on board, but Evere:ts 
insisted on remaining in the boat; the forward fall was 
eut adrift and the boat at once capsized, Everetts elinb- 
ing on the keel and making an effort to paddle with his 
hands toward Mr. Breckinridge, who was now 
aboard, floating on his back, his hands moving, |ut 
showing no other signs of consciousness. Another life 
buoy was thrown which fell close to his head and a line 
At the same time he was encouraged 


which fell short, 
from the Cushing that he would be rescued and also iold 
that the life buoy was close to him; but he gave no sign 
of hearing. As soon as possible after the engines were 
stopped, they were started again, the port ahead, the 
starboard astern, but when the boat swamped with the 
men in it, they were again stopped until the boat was 
clear of the side of the ship, and then started again, 
thus bringing Mr. Breckinridge on the starboard bow. 
but the boat was almost under the cutwater, when the 
engines were again stopped, and a line thrown to Ever- 
etts, who was hauled on board. It was at this time that 
the third life buoy was thrown to Mr. Breckinridge. The 
Cushing continued to turn head to sea and laid within 
thirty feet of Mr. Breckinridge. Just before we reached 
him a tremendous breaking sea swept over him and 
when it passed he was floating face down, his face under 
the water. John Everetts with a heavy line in his hand 
dived from the turtleback, seized Mr. Breckinridge and 
secured the line around his body. At this time Daniel 
Atkins, ship’s cook, jumped overboard to assist Ever- 
etts. It was with great difficulty that Mr. Breckinridge, 
Everetts and Atkins were gotten aboard. From the time 
that Mr. Breckinridge fell overboard until the men were 
all picked up cannot be accurately stated, but it was 
probably not longer than fifteen minutes, PEverything 
that was possible to be done to resuscitate Mr. Breckin- 
ridge was practiced, from the time he was picked up 
until 5 p. m., without a moment’s interruption, Upon ar- 
rival at Havana at 3 p. m., assistance from the Maine 
was immediately obtained and shortly afterwards assis'- 
ance from the shore, but the effort to restore life was not 
abandoned until 5 p. m. 

“By the death of Ensign Breckinridge, the service loses 
a young officer of rare merit and exceptional ability, one 
who gave every promise of a useful and brilliant career. 
The gallant conduct of John Everetts and Daniel At- 
kins deserves special commendation and recognition.’ 

The remains of Mr. Breckinridge arrived in New 
York on Wednesday from Havana and were receiv «(l 
with a special guard of honor by the Commandant of 11e 
New York Navy Yard. 

Twice during his short career he had bravely facod 
death to save others from the fate that has overtaken 
him: once at Annapolis, just before he graduated, wh 1 
as a Naval Cadet he rescued from drowning a man, ni W 
a prominent Baltimore and Ohio passenger agent, wo 
had fallen overboard and whose strength had become e* 
hausted: and again, in the summer of 1893, at Fisher's 
Island, New York, when a terrifie storm had cut off «ll 
communication with the main land, he, assisted by | is 
brother, rescued from the raging waves two men who ! 1d 
incautiously gone in swimming and who had craw'ed 
upon a diving raft as a place of safety. The raft ws 
soon torn from its anchorage by the angry waves : id 
carried out to sea. Young Breckinridge, realizing thcit 
imminent peril, called to his brother, and skilfully laun«!- 
ing a small row boat, put out to sea and effected their 
resene by safely landing them on the beach. Another '1- 
stance of his remarkable coolness in time of peril was 
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displayed when on the battleship Texas in several in- 
stances, when. aiding small boats and launches in the 
face of storms and in controlling the turret machinery 
at the imminent peril of his life. 
On one occasion when.on the battleship Texas an am-

munition hoist gave way and the shot was falling into 
the powder. Breckinridge sprang to the resciae, was car- 
ried around and around, his clothing literally torn into 
shreds and his arm injured, but he saved the ship and all 
on board from probable instant destruction. When off Fort 
Monroe during a severe storm a boat was drifting away 
with its human freight. Cabell had turned in, but hear- 
ing the news, he went on deck, called for a volunteer 
crew, and when none had offered before, at his call all 
sprang to help him, He chose his men, headed by a fine 
old Greek named Venis, and they went to the rescue. 
They were out in the bitter, raging storm for hours on 
that dark night, but succeeded in saving the three men. 
Born at Fort Monroe, Va., when his father, the Inspector 
General of the Army, was Adjutant there, young Breck- 
inridge got a taste of artillery life and a love for the sea, 
and going from there to the Presidio of San Francisco, 
with its reservation of 1,800 acres, he became an expert 
in the riding and management of a captive Indian pony 
and was soon as distinguished a rider as he was a fencer. 
Going next to Chicago, where his father was stationed, 
he was one of the leading tennis players there, and in 
all the changing scenes of life he was among the fore- 
most of his companions in their friendly rivalry for lead- 
ership. Had he lived, his career could but have been 
foreshadowed by the brilliancy and promise of his early 
life, and that his life was sacrificed at his post of duty 
can but win him an honored name among all the brave 
men that have gone before. His stainless young life may 
be the first fruit of the new hope for Cuba. 








THE NEW YORK DRY DOCK. 


Naval Constructor F. T. Bowles has filed with the 
Navy Department additional evidence showing thai 
fraud ‘was practiced in the construction of Dry Dock 
No. 3, at the New York Navy Yard. His latest report 
shows that with the aid of the pile-driver Mr. Bowles 
broke the concrete over the leak which was located be- 
neath the apron of the dock and for the first time was 
able to make a comprehensive examination of the condi- 
tion of the piles beneath the surface of the entrance to 
the dock. He was able to look under the flooring for a 
distance of about 20 feet and found that none of the 
piles had been driven to the depth or as required in the 
specifications, none going more than 17 feet and some but 
two in the earth. 

Testifying ‘before the Naval Committee, Mr. Bowles 
said that the next two weeks would be the crucial period 
in the work of making repairs. If he.succeeded in get- 
ting through the work which ought to be completed 
within that period it would be a comparatively easy mat- 
ter to finish the work of making repairs within three 
months and with $45,000, the amount of money now on 
hand. He told the committee that he had taken meas- 
ures to stop the leak which is undermining the abut- 
ments and coffer dam, but admitted that the leak had 
caused the abutments to travel toward the river at the 
rate of a quarter of an inch a day and the coffer dam to 
move in by the head about two feet. 

Mr. Alfred H. Simpson testified that the soil under 
Dry Dock No. 3 is sufficiently firm to hold a dock of the 
Weight of the defective structure. He criticised the de- 
sign followed in the construction of the dock, and said 
that the defects were not only due to bad workmanship 
but to the character of design, which was drawn in ac- 
cordance with strict instructions, so as to avoid the use 
of the Simpson patents. Repairs could be made to the 
dock, he said, which would make the structure such as 
to accommodate battleships. He approved of the way 
'n which the repairs had been carried on by Mr. Bowles, 
but he gave it as his opinion that at this stage he would 
float the caisson and take it away. 

Mr. Bowles differed from Mr. Simpson as to the char- 
acter of the design, declaring that the defects therein 
were unimportant and that if Dry Dock No. 3 had been 
built in accordance with the plans and specifications, it 
Would have been a good dock. With reference to Mr. 


Simpson’s statement that the caisson ought to be floated 
away, Mr. Bowles said that he had kept the caisson in 
place in order to keep the abutments back. 
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During the afternoon Mr. Bowles and Mr. Simpeon ber of the Loyal Legion, the Grand Army, the Sous of 
organizations, 


had quit® a controversy with reference to the character 
of docks that should be constructed in the future by this 
Government. Mr. Simpson declared in favor of timber 
docks and said that they were less costly to construct 
and repair and could be kept in better order than either 
stohe or concrete docks. Mr. Bowles expressed the opin- 
ion that timber docks at best were but temporary struc- 
tures and that while they were good enough for emer- 
gency purposes, he believed that the Government should 
construct permanent docks of concrete or stone. Both 
Mr. Simpson and Mr. Bowles opposed the construction of 
floating docks or their subsidization by the Government, 
the Naval Constructor stating that floating docks were 
only useful where a stationary dock could not be built 
or for taking in small vessels, 

The committee asked Mr. Bowles if in his opinion an 
additional dock could be constructed at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard. He replied in the affirmative. It is the gen- 
eral opinion that the committee will incorporate in the 
Naval appropriation bill a provision for the construction 
of several timber docks, but it is not expected that a 
new structure will be authorized for Brooklyn.

Why should the double turret monitor Terror be 
placed in reserve? Carrying as she does four powerful 
10-inch rifles that can be ‘fired more rapidly than any 
other ten-inch guns afloat, and requiring as a full com- 
plement only about 150 men, why should she be set aside 
when an antiquated design like the Texas, for example, 
is kept in commission with a crew of nearly 400 officers 
and men? The Terror can fight and is particularly 
adapted for harbor defense, whereas the Texas is little 
more than “a blooming target.” As the pneumatic system 
of the Terror has met with the warmest approval of 
officers who have served with it, it would seem a wise 
policy to keep this unique ship as a school of instruction 
for officers and men; otherwise a valuable opportunity 
will be thrown away. 





There is at last a chance that the armor for the battle- 
ships Illinois, Alabama and Wisconsin will be authorized 
and manufactured. The Senate Naval Committee has 
directed Senator Hale to introduce an amendment to the 
Naval Appropriation bill authorizing the Secretary of 
the Navy to contract for 8,025 tons of armor for the 
three battleships named, at an average price of $400 per 
ton, includiag the cost of the nickel. The companies, in 
a letter to Secretary Long, agreed to accept this rate. 
There was quite a heated discussion on the amendment 
during its consideration by the Committee, but the vote 
showed a decided majority in favor of the amendment. 
Senator Hale believes the amendment will be adopted by 
the Senate without any great trouble, especially in view 
of the fact that there is no chance of the establishment 
of an armor plate factory. 


A cablegram from London, 12th inst., states that the 
correspondent of the Associated Press at Alten, Norway, 
reports that the expedition headed by Rev. Dr. Sheldon 
Jackson and Lieut. D. B. Devore, U. S. A., have met 
with great difficulties in gathering reindeer for Aiaska. 
Mr. William A. Kjeilmann, superintendent of the Gov- 
ernment reindeer herd in Alaska, who started ahead of 
Messrs. Jackson and Devore, has scoured the country 
with six assistants, sledging 3,000 miles through forests 
in Arctic night. Trained reindeer are scarce and he had 
to pick up lots of three or four, which were eventually 
concentrated into six herds, aggregating five hundred. 
It was difficult to persuade the Laplanders to leave their 
homes, but fifty drivers were finally secured. Dr, Jack- 
son said that the travel necessary to collect the reindeer 
was more dangerous than traveling over the Chilkoot 





pass.

In his “Notes of a Summer Tour Among the Indians 
of the Northwest,” published by the Indian Rights As- 
sociation, Francis B. Leupp, Washington agent of the 
association, gives an account of the work done among 
the Indians by Capt. Hugh. L. Scott, 7th Cav., at Fort 
Sill, by Capt. OC. B. Nordstrom,at Sante Fé, by Maj. Will- 
iams, at Fort Defiance, and by Col. Thomas 'M. Jones, a 
Virginian and a graduate of West Point, who has charge 
of the Indian school at Sante Fé. Oapt. Nordstrom is 
described as a man of energy and resolution, who has 
succeeded in putting a stop to the witch hanging cere- 
monies among the Zunis who had been so pampered and 
coddled by a number of white people of both sexes, who 
lived among them, ostensibly in the interest of science, 
that they came to consider themselves a little better than 
the whites anywhere and independent of the white man’s 
law. Mr, Leupp shows the advantage possessed by the 
Army officer as an Indian agent in the fact that dealing 
with the War Department, which presumes an Army 
officer is a gentleman and a man of honor, relieves 
him of some of the red tape by which the Interior De- 
partment embarrasses its agents, on the apparent the- 
ory that every agent is either incompetent or a thief.

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Plans are being prepared under the direction of Capt. 
Charles O’Neil, Chief of the Navy Bureau of Ordnance, 
for the erection of a powder factory in view of the prob- 
ability that Congress will make an appropriation for the 
purpose. Capt. O’Neil’s plans contemplate the erection 
of sixteen buildings—a cotton storage house, packing 
house, nitrating house, a pulping house and an alco- 
hol dehydration house, building for mixing, pressing and 
cutting powder, house for ether apparatus, drying house 
for powder, picking house, acid house, boiler house and 
power plant, nitric acid factory and laboratory. These 
buildings will be made of brick with iron roofs. It is 
estimated that when the factory is completed, in about 
a year’s time, it will be able to turn out a thousand 
pounds of smokeless powder in a working day of eight 
hours. Capt. O’Neil urges that the provision of a pow- 
der factory by the Government is a necessity and calis 
attention to the fact that even such small naval powers 
as Argentina and Austria have powder manufactories.

Our Army orders of this week announce the transfer 
of Col. Alfred Mordecai, O. D., from the Springfield 
Armory to Watervliet. Lieut. Col. Isaac Arnold being 
transferred from Watervliet to Springfield. This can 
hardly be considered a satisfactory settlement of the dis- 
pute between Col. Mordecai and the local politicians. 
The difficulty should not have been dodged, but met 
squarely and fairly. A short time ago Col. Mordecai 
went to Washington and asked the Department to make 
a thorough investigation of these complaints, and Sec- 
retary Alger announced his intention of personally visit- 
ing Springfield to examine into the case. The Secre- 
tary’s recent illness, however, prevented him from carry- 
ing out his purpose. The matter occupied the attention 
of the Department for several weeks and the result has 
been the exchange of the commands of Col. Mordecai and 
Lieut. Col. Arnold. No reflection upon the integrity of 
Col. Mordecai has been made and it is explained that the 
transfer is ordered so that the circumstances of his posi- 
tion may be made as pleasant as possible.

The Fortification Appropriation bill as it passed the 
House Feb. 5 appropriated only $4,907,582. It has since 
been reported by the Senate Committee on Appropria- 
tions increasing the amount to $9.052,495, and passed 
by the Senate with a stil] further addition. The amount 
for gun and mortar batteries is increased from one mil- 
lion to three million dollars; for the protection, preserva- 
tion and repair of fortifications from $75,000 to $100,000; 
for finishing and assembling 8 10-in., 12-in., and one 16- 
inch guns, from $289,000 to $311,500; for steel for such 
guns, from $247,960 to $369,500; for carriages, from 
$424,000 to $767,500; for 12-inch mortars, from $182,720 
to $1,187,680; for carriages for mortars, from $84,800 to 
$551,200; for reserve powder and projectiles, from $391,- 
000 to $950,000, of which not over $150,000 may be ex- 
pended for powder. For rapid-fire guns the amount is 
increased from $280,060 to $545,725; for coast defense 
guns under contract, from $61,237 to $224,656; for tests 
of deck piercing projectiles, from $18,000 to $24,000; for 
metallic carriages for machine guns, from $35,000 to 
$131,980; for steel field guns, from $30,000 to $90,000. 
The other items remain as in the House bill. $100,000 
is appropriated for the Board on Ordnance and Fortifi- 
cation, and it is provided “that before any money shall 
be expended in the construction or test of any gun, gun 
carriage, ammunition, or implements under the super- 
vision of the said Board, the Board shall be satisfied, 
after due inquiry, that the Government of the United 
States has a lawful right to use the inventions involved 
in the construction of such gun, gun carriage, ammuni- 
tion, or implements, or that the construction or test is 
made at the request of a person either having such law- 
ful right or authorized to convey the same to the Gov- 
ernment. That all material purchased under the fore- 
going provisions of this act shall be of American manu- 
facture, except in cases when, in the judgment of the 
Secretary of War, it is to the manifest interests of the 
United States to make purchases in limited quantities 
abroad, which material shall be admitted free of duty.” 
The Senate bill is a great improvement on the House bill 
but it is still inadequate. As the air is just now full of 








war talk, perhaps Congress may decide to be more lib- 
eral. 

During the debate in the Senate there were several 
expressions of opinion, even by the Populists, in favor of 
even larger appropriations, but objection was made on 
the ground that no more could be spent to advantage 
during the year. Senator Hawley, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, said he did not agree with 
Senators who thought that the whole thirteen millions 
estimated for could not be usefully expended in the year. 
He said that 390 large guns and 232 mortars were to be 
ready on the first of July next, and there were no artil- 
lerymen to even keep the sand out of their muzzles. 
There were no men trained to work them. He would 
bring before the Senate in a few days a bill for two 
additional artillery regiments, 1,610 men, a very mod- 
erate force, but enough perhaps (with the aid of the ex- 
isting artillery) to put a good team on each of the guns, 
In explaining the report of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions Mr. Perkins said that all the members of the com- 
mittee were “peace men, but not at the sacrifice of the 
honor of the country.” They had, therefore, reported 
as large an appropriation for this year as was made for 
last year. They favored the carrying out of the general 
plan of fortifications recommended by the Endicott 
Board, and to complete it within the next eight or ten 
years. There should be, he said, no picayunish econ- 
omy in placing the seaports of the United States in such 
a state of defense as would protect them against the 
combined navies of ‘the world. On Friday the House 
disagreed to the Senate amendment to the fortification 
bill and a committee of conference was appointed. 


A large number of boards have been ordered by the 
general officers commanding the Departments, to exam- 
ine for promotion ‘the candidates for the grade of Ord- 
nance Sergeants previously published in the “Journal.” 





The Naval Retiring Board which met this week to ex- 
amine Capt. Henry B. Robeson, did not find him physi- 
cally disqualified for active service, and he will there- 
fore be ordered for examination for promotion before a 
new Board.

S. BPngineers, in charge of fortifications there. It 
weighed 336,000 pounds and eight carloads were neces- 
sary for its transportation, It has been unloaded and is 
near the emplacements prepared for its reception.

Corbin, after his appointment as Adjutant General, next 
week, will endeavor to induce the Secretary of War to 
forward a favorable indorsemen't of the bill to Congress. 
The chances of the passage of the bill at this session 
are, however, considered slight, as well as that of the 
bill to grant a monthly allowance to retired non-commis- 


_sioned officers. 





Arrangements have been completed by the Quarter- 
master’s Department of the Army for the transportation 
to Alaska of the reindeer recently purchased in Nor- 
way; and which are expected to arrive in New York by 
the end of this week. They will at once be sent, with 
the Laplanders, who accompany them, to Seattle, and 
thenee by sea to Skaguay. While the purpose of the 
Army expeditions is primarily to afford relief to desti- 
‘tute miners, they are directed by the Secretary of War 
to explore the regions to which they are assigned with 
a view to surveying feasible summer and winter routes 
of transportation, locating sites for temporary or perma- 
nent Army posts, and to make general observations which 
may be of value in the development of the commercial 
and mineral resources of the country. Acting Secretary 
of War Meiklejohn is expecting a formal and favorable 
reply from the Canadian Government to his request that 
it allow the regular troops to cross British territory. It 
is understood that the objections to this made on the 
part of Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, 
through the State Department, were not filed with a 
view to preventing the entrance of our troops into Brit- 
ish territory, but rather that a record of the granted per- 
mission might be made. The Department has been pri- 
vately informed that the Canadian Government enter- 
tains no real objection to this request, and that the de- 
sired permission will be formally granted in a day or two. 

Col. R. P. Hughes, U. S. A., Inspector General of the 
North Atlantic District, whe was detailed to investigate 
the charges of discrimination and unjust classification 
in matters of wages of employés, etc., against Capt. S. 
E. Blunt, commanding Rock Island Arsenal, has com- 
pleted his duties at Rock Island and returned to Wash- 
ington, where he has this week been preparing his re- 
port. It appears that the principal complaint against 
Capt. Blunt was a discrimination in wages of employés. 
The pay scale at Rock Island is computed in multiples of 
eight, and it is understood that in cases where an addi- 
tion or reduction of a few cents in wages earned was to 
be made in order to make the sum a multiple of eight, 
Capt. Blunt always made a reduction and never an ad- 
dition.

The Army and Navy Reception at the White House on 
Feb. 11, was a great success. The officers all wearing 
their full uniforms made it a brilliant sight. The Presi- 
dent and Mrs. McKinley greeted each person in a most 
cordial manner. Mrs. McKinley sat during the entire 
evening, but shook hands with everyone. The members 
of the Cabinet and their wives were all present with 
the exception of Mrs. Gage. ‘The floral decorations were 
very handsome. The two bands played, one stationed 
in a side hall and the other in the conservatory. Col. 
Dangerfield Parker (retired) was the composer of one of 
the pieces played by the Marine Band. What with the 
fragrance of the flowers and the sweet strains of music, 
the conservatory was more attractive than usual, The 
manner in which the whole affair was managed was a 
great improvement on former years and reflects great 
credit upon the officers in charge. 





The declination of Leader Zimmerman of the Naval 
Academy band to accept the leadership of the U. 8. 8. 
Marine Band stationed at the marine headquarters, at 
Washington, leaves the question of a leader for this im- 
portant musical organization in a most uncertain condi- 
tion. It is understood that Leader Zimmerman. reversed 
his original decision to accept the leadership of the band 
on account of representations that were made to him 
that the Navy Department would curtail the privileges 
of the band in the matter of accepting engagements of a 
private character, and that the labor organizations of 
Washington view the unofficial services of the band with 
great disfavor. Col. Charles Heywood, Commandant 
of the Marine Barracks at Washington will probably 
tender the leadership of the band to a new candidate 
in a few days. Acting Leader Larsen A. Tregnia, now 
a member of the band, and Wm. H. Sautlemann, former- 
ly a member, are among the most probable candidates. 





It is reported that the President’ has stated that he will 
appoint Capt.. George Andrews, of the Twenty- 
fifth Infantry, to be Major and Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral, consequent upon the vacancy occasioned by the pro- 
motion of Col. H. C, Corbin to be Adjutant General, 
Feb. 25. It is considered probable that he will be as- 
signed to the vacant position of Adjutant General of the 
Department of the Platte, at Omaha, Neb. Capt. An- 
drews, for the past two years, has been on duty with the 
Ohio National Guard, with headquarters at Columbus. 
An officer of much ability to recommend him to the con- 
sideration of the President, Capt. Andrews has two 
warm and influential friends in Senators Hanna, of 
Ohio, and Wetmore, of Rhode Island. Capt. Andrews 
was born in Rhode Island, but was appointed to the Mil- 
itary Academy from Arizona in 1872. Graduating from 
West Point four years later, he became 2d Lieutenant, 
25th Inf., and was promoted to be Ist Lieutenant in 


1883, and reached the grade of Captain in 1892. Capt, 
Andrews is the son of Col. George L. Andrews, U. 8. 4. 
retired, who resides in Washington. 





The Board to report on sites for new artillery garri- 
sons, of which Col. John I. Rodgers, 5th Art., was presi. 
dent, which met at Fort Monroe, on Saturday last, has 
completed its labors and adjourned, having prepared and 
submitted a report of their observations and recommend. 
ations to the Secretary of War. Col. Rodgers and Capi, 
Crosby P. Miller, A. Q. M., members of this Board, were 
also members of the Artillery Board which made ex. 
tended observations on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts 
last fall, with a view to recommending the establishment 
of new artillery garrisons. For this reason the report of 
the old Board was used as a basis for the work of that 
which met last Saturday, and it was considered necessary 
for the new Board to visit only one new fortification site, 
Fort Caswell, near Beaufort, N. C.. The report submit- 
ted to the Secretary of War contains recommendations 
as to sites and cost for the erection of new barracks and 
other necessary buildings along the line of the new sea 
coast fortifications. 


_— 
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The sentiment of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs is strongly against the erection of sectarian 
houses of worship on military reservations. By a vote 
of 10 to 3 the committee refused to report favorably the 
Odell bill, authorizing any denomination, sect or relig- 
ion to erect a building for religious worship on any mili- 
tary reservation in the country. Representative Ma- 
hany supported the measure, urging that it was charac- 
terized only by fairness. Mr. Mahany later introduced 
in the House a resolution directing the Secretary of War 
to remove immediately all religious edifices from all mil- 
itary reservations in the United States. Mr. Mahany 
claims that the object of his resolution is to remove un- 
just discriminations, with the idea that if one denomi- 
nation is not permitted the privilege of worship on any 
of these tracts no others should receive those privileges. 
No one expects that Mr. Mahany’s resolution will have 
any results. It is the general sentiment of the Army 
generally that the present regime is entirely satisfac- 
tory and that the erection of houses of worship at Army 
posts should be regulated by the officers of the posts at 
the period of the inception of the plan of building. 


Pay Director L. G. Billings, U. 8. N., has been found 
guilty of falsehood and scandalous conduct tending to 
the destruction of good morals and sentenced to dismissal 
by ‘the court martial convened last week for his trial at 
the Washington Navy Yard. It is expected that Secre- 
tary Long will approve the findings and the case will 
then go to the President. Strong pressure will be brought 
to bear upon the President ‘to secure a mitigation of the 
sentence. According to evidence adduced at the trial, 
Mr. Billings was ordered by the Paymaster General of 
the Navy to make investigations in connection with the 
proposed adoption of an emergency ra'tion by the Nuvy. 
He obtained a formula for an emergency ration and rec- 
ommended the purchase of 500 such rations, and mean- 
time made application under his own mame for letters 
patent upon the food product, and became a stockholder 
and incorporator of the American Compressed Food Co. 
He assigned to the manager certain rights under his pat- 
ents for which he was to receive a stipulated royalty, 
and publicly in a series of lectures delivered before the 
War College, and officially in communications addressed 
to the Paymaster General of the Navy, advocated the 
adoption of am emergency ration essentially after his 
formula. During the trial it was also shown that Pay 
Director Billings, with connections of his family, secured 
a controlling interest in 'the company, holding 32 out of 
62 shares of the capital stock. Mr. Billings was charged 


with denying his connection with the company and mak- 
ing oath to these denials. In its findings the court called 
articular attention to the advantage taken by Mr. Bill- 
ings of the orders directing him to make investigations 
concermng the emergency ration to advance his own in- 
terest. Specification 3,-of the charge of scandalous con- 
duct, upon which the court found him guilty, declared 
that Mr. Billings sought to derive private advantage by 
means of the sale to the Government of 500 rations, and 
indirectly by means of advantage to the company which 
would follow from the Government's purchase of such 
rations.

From the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs Mr. 
Chandler reported several amendments, referred to the 
Committee on Appropriations. One provides that here- 
after no professors of mathematics in the Navy shall be 
appointed, but as vacancies occur among the corps at 
tached to the Naval Observatory, astronomers are to be 
appointed, but as vacancies occur among the corps. at- 
num for the first five years, and $4,000 and $4,500 re- 
spectively for the two subsequent five year periods. An- 
other, by Mr. Hale, appropriates $20,325 to pay amounts 
awarded the owners of lands at the Port al Naval 
station, recently condemned for the use of the United 
States. A third repeals the portion of the act to regulate 
pate advertising in the District of Columbia that re 
ates to advertisements for Naval supplies, such adver- 
‘bisements to be published in accordance with sections 
3709 and 3718, Revised Statutes. A fourth makes this 
important provision: That whenever public interests 
require the use in the Naval service of any invention or 
discovery covered by letters patent issued to any Naval 
officer, whether retained by him or assigned, the Secre- 
tary shall proceed to use such invention or discovery as 
far as required and proper royalties and compensation 
may be recovered by suit brought by the officer in the 
Court of Claims, and, unless for sufficient cause ex- 
tended, all cases are to be determined within one yeat 
from filing of petition. The Secretary of the Navy is pro- 
hibited from contracting or paying for the use of any 
patent taken out by a Naval officer. The committee 
made a favorable report on the bill for the relief of Robt. 
Kennish, formerly a mate of the U. 8. 8. Restless, grant- 
ing him an honorable discharge to date from Sept. 30. 
1862. Kennish left the service at St. Louis because of 
sickness and had an u ding that if he was Ut 
able to return a discharge would sent him.

THE BXPLOSION OF THE MAINE. 


To the opinion on the catise of the explosion on the 
Muine, given on page 458, we add the following: 
ae Adml, Belknap, retired, said regarding the Maine 
disaster: 

“When I read the first account of this terrible affair 
I was inclined to think that this was a matter which 
would involve the Spaniards and oblige us to send our 
fleet over, but now I do not think so: I do not know just 
how the magazines were located, but I do know that on 
the New York we were obliged to make some changes 
in the magazines beeause of the constant heat and their 
getting too hot. It may have been so on the Maine. 

“In 1878 the British sloop-of-war Dotterel was blown 
up at Sa Point, in the Straits of Magellan. The ex- 
plosion in that case took place in the bew and was quite 
as mysterious as-this until it was found upon investiga- 
tion that the affair appeared to have started from the 
aint room, The British Navy was at that time using 
a peculiar kind of paint, which was found to give off a 
gas that was highly inflammable. A man had gone into 
that room with a light, and instantly there was an ex- 
plosion, followed by the blowing up of the ship. 

“Our paint rooms are usually in the bow, but in all 
ships that I have had experience m we always car- 
ried the turpentine on deck. n there are the electric 
wires. Your modern cruiser is full of them. Still, I 
should hardly suppose that there would be any electric 
wire allow to pass through the magazine. If there 
were two explosions, then the first was undoubtedly a 
small parcel which set off the rest. It would look as if 
the first explosion was in the shell room, and that it 
started the forward magazine, were it not for the tearing 
away of the bow. If this explosion had been around the 
boiler or in the fireroom then you might assume that 
somebody had introduced some explosive in the coal. It 
was the magazine. tearing away of the entire bow 
would be caused by the explosion of a torpedo immediate- 
ly beneath that portion of vessel. 

“I saw by one account that they were handling high 
explosives on board the Maine, but they would not 
doing that at that time of night.” 


Rear Adml, Erben, retired, had this.to say of the dis- 
aster: “It does not seem probable that the Maine was 
blown up by the Spaniatds, because they dos't want waft 
with us. Such explosives as wrecked the Maine ate not 
lying le about Havana. Any Spanish sympathizer 
who was so inclined could not have obtained the miateri- 
al to do so great damage for the asking. I am inclitied 
to believe that the ship was blown up by her own maga- 
zines. Several years ago the British ship Dettrel was 
blown up in the Straits of Lay ere So much of her as 
didn’t go to pieces went to the bottom. There was great 
loss of life. No one ever knew just what happened, but 
it was supposed ‘that her own explosives did the work.” 





Adml, Gherardi said: 

“The keys of the magazines aré kept in the Captain's 
cabin. Each key is numbered and kept in its order in a 
cabinet. If any key should be absent from its place for 
ten minutes after sundown there would be an immediate 
investigation by the officers in charge. Any infraction 
of this rule is a court martial offense. 

“It would be impossible for any person to get at the 
keys after they are once in the possession of the Cap- 
tain. The cabinet in which the keys are kept has_a 
complicated lock which could not be tampered with. In 
addition to this, sentries guard the Captain’s apartments 
so closely that it would be impossible for anybody to get 
into the rooms without being noticed.” 


Mr. B. F., Isherwood, formerly Engineer in Chief of 
the United States Navy, now on the retired list, is of the 
opinion that the Maine Was destroyed by the explosion 
of one of her own magaZines, caused by spontaneous 
combustion, He said: “I have been expecting such an 
accident for a long time, and am only surprised that 
many such accidents have not occurred. I have not the 
least idea that the explosion was anything else than the 
result of an accident.” In reply to a question as to 
what could be done to prevent such accidents, Mr. Isher- 
wood said: “Nothing. All we can do is to take every 
precaution in storing and bandiag the explosives. It 
has been suggested that they be distributed about the 
ship in small quantities, but that plan had its objections. 
It would hamper the service of the guns in action. Every 
proposition is met with similar objections, and there 
seems to be no remedy.” 


“You may only quote me,” Capt. Wm, M, Folger, U. 
S. N., late Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, said, “as 
expressing the opinion that if one of the ship’s main 
magazines had exploded, the disaster would have been 
mack oe. There would have been nothing left of 
the vessel,’ 


Professor Philip R. Alger, U. 8S. N., said: “With re- 
gard to the causes of the explosion upon the Maine I 
can only say that it is my firm belief that the origin of 
> disaster will be found to have been within the bat- 
tleship. 

“No torpedo explosion under her could have pierced 
her armor plate and double bottom so as to ignite the 
powder magazines. My theory is that the trouble was 
caused either by an explosion of the 800 pound gun cot- 
ton which was stored in the compartment furthest for- 
ward, or by an explosion of one of the forward boilers in 
a compartment adjacent to the coal bunkers and the 
brown powder compartment. 

“Spontaneous combustion in the coal bunkers may also 
have caused trouble, but this appears unlikely to me.” 


Chief Constr. Hichborn, U. S. N., said: “The more I 
consider the reports of the explosion which wrecked the 
Maine the more I am compelled to believe that the only 
way of accounting for it is on some theory of outside 
contact.” 


Lieut. A. Ward, of Adml, Bunce’s staff, said: “From 
the reports received, it would seem almost certain that 
one of the forward magazines blew up. These magazines 
Were directly beneath the berth deck of the crew. This 
¢Xplains the fact that all the fatalities were ane the 
men, The men, or most of them, were probably killed 
instantly. The officers’ quarters were aft, and they were 
less likely, of course, to be affected by the explosion. The 
Maine had twe turrets, the forward turret being on the 
rigit or starboard side of the ship, and the one aft being 
on the port side. Under each turret was a magazine, 
and, as I have said, the reports indicate that an explosion 
in the forward magazine caused the trouble.”’ 


Che boilers and engines of the Maine were constructed 
at the Quintard Lron Works. “Seeing that the ship was 
Stitionary,” said Henry Mason, superintendent of the 
ron works, “it would have been almost impossible for 
the boilers or engines to have exploded. According to 
the dispatch published from Gen. Blanco, he ascribes the 
*xplosion to the bursting of a dynamo boiler. Now, 
there is no dynamo boiler in the — They are Scotch 
boilers. The sides.of these are 1 1-32 inches thick. Had 
the forward boiler burst the flying metal could not have 
done much harm. The nearest ammunition room is the 
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shell room. Between it and the boiler is a coal bunker 
heaped with fuel. The bunker is also a bulkhead, with 
watertight doors, made especially ayong to withstand 
pressure. This shell reom is below the forward turret, 
and is one of the magazines. 

“The torpedo store room in which the gun cotton may 
have exploded, is under the crew’s quarters, The tor- 
pedo operating room is beside the bow. After it comes 
the store room, where the torpedoes are kept. Directly 
caee this is the room where the to o heads are 
placed: 


The following opinion is credited by the “Sun” to an 
Army officer of high rank on Governors Island: “The 
destruction of the Maine in the harbor of Havana is 
most deplorable. Yet in the face of so terrible a disaster 
and with every provocation to attribute the accident to 
Spanish treachery, there has not come to us to-day, from 
any part of the country, news of a single act on the part 
of the citizens of the United States to which the Gov- 
ernment at Madrid eould take exception. This furnishes 
to Spain an example which she would do well to remem- 
ber and to follow. This great nation, more powerful in 
all ways than a dozen Spains rolled into one, is ani- 
mated by the spirit of peace. At this time it is idle to 
speculate as to the cause of the disaster which overtook 
the battleship. Until that cause has been definitely es- 
tablished by a court of inquiry we must continue to be 

tient with the sons of — and not think of charg- 
ing the subjects of a friendly power with a crime more 
dastardly than that of him who stabs a friend in the 
back. When I came uptown I noticed flags at half-mast 
on nearly every building., This is the city’s way of show- 
ing its sorrow for the men who, in meeting the death 
they did in the harbor of Havana, are as truly the na- 
tion’s heroes as if they had died while standing by guns 
that were shelling the fortifications of the Cuban capi- 
tal. Let us mourn our dead and not make our mourning 
a sacrilege by — persons murderers until we have 
clearly established who was responsible for their death.” 

Over at the Navy Yard officers“stood in little knots 
discussing the explosion. As has been said, most of 
them held the opinion that “Spain did it.” All of them, 
however, scouted the idea that the destruction of the 
ship was due to the explosion of a torpedo placed be- 
neath the vessel,

It is probable that Col. James Gillis, for some time 
Chief Assistant in the Quartermaster General's Office at 
Washington, will remain as principal assistant to Quar- 
termaster General Ludington until spring, when as has 
been previously stated, he will be transferred to the va- 
cancy in the Chief Quartermastership at New York, va- 
cated by Gen. Ludington. Col. Gillis’s ability and his 
thorot acquaintance with the affairs of the Quarter- 
master’s Department, render his services at this ‘time 
invaluable to the new Quartermaster General.

It is understood that in order to avoid the ex-' 
pense of litigation on the part of d mem in 
case the decision of the lower court is sustained, the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the association may at a special or 
next regular meeting, notify such dro members to 
show cause why they have not kept up their assessments 
and give them an opportunity for doing so.

The amount of tonnage required for transport purposes 
is estimated at from 7 to 10 tons register for cavalryman 
with his horse, and from 2 to 2% tons for each infantry- 
man, inclusive of the necessary arms, provisions, coal and 
forage. This is the estimate given in Furses “Military 
Transport.” Another authority assumes that a ton of 
shipping per man would be required for each man one 
day, two tons for three days and three tons for longer 
passages. In 1882 the English required 68 steamers to 
carry to Egypt 23,550 men and 5,000 horses. The Ja- 
panese carried to China 43,000 men and 8,000 horses 
with six weeks’ provisions, in 74 steamers. One of the 
great ocean liners could carry 7,000 infantry or 15,000 
cavalry. In his expedition to Bgypt, Napoleon embarked 
his army of 40,000 men, with its guns, horses, stores and 
impedimenta of all kinds, including a number of savants, 
on board a fleet of 400 vessels. In 1853, 355 vessels of 
various kinds, including some ships of war, were found 
necessary for the transport of 60,000 men from Varna to 
the Crimea. It is in striking contrast with these in- 
stances that during the Russian maneuvers of last year 
16,000 men (inclusive of a small body of cavalry) were 
shipped on board seven transports. According to Furse’s 
“Military Transport,” the proportion of tonnage required 
for transport purposes may be calculated at from 7 to 10 
tons register for each cavalry soldier with his horse, and 
from 2 to 24% tons for each infantryman, inclusive of the 
necessary arms, provisions, coals, and forage. 





Prof. Henry H. Lockwood, U. 8. N. (retired), who re- 
cently hada great-granddaughter born into his family, has 
had an unusual career in the military and Naval services.

Army of the Potomac, including the battle of Gettysburg,

the Richmond campaign under Grant, in command of 
Harper’s Ferry, etc., etc. Gen. Lockwood was mustered 
out of the military service Aug. 24, 1865, and in 1867 
returned to duty at the Naval Academy at Professor of 
Natural and Experimental Philosophy, having previous- 
ly served there as Professor of Mechanics, of Gunnery, 
and of Artillery and Infantry Tactics, 1845-61. He was 
retired for age in 1876, and has since lived in George- 
town, D. C. He is now in his 84th year.

Great interest is naturally being manifested at the 
War Department in the proceedings in progress in Savan- 
nah in the case of Capt. O. M. Carter, ©. E. It is ex- 
pected that of the Engineer officers on duty at the De- 
partment, probably Capt. G. W. Goethals, will be re- 
quired to proceed to Savannah and give testimony re- 
specting the contracts made for the river and harbor 
improvements in Savannah River and Cumberland 
Sound. We understand that Capt. Carter, when his de- 
fense begins, will call to the stand three former em- 
ployés of the Engineer Department of the Army. It is 
denied at the Department that any steps have yet been 
taken looking to the reference to the civil courts of 
charges of conspiracy against members of the Atlantic 
Contracting Company, and other persons named in the 
specifications supporting the charges upon which Capt. 
Carter is being tried. Naturally, the Department will 
do nothing, it is said, until the trial of Capt. Carter is 
concluded. Should he be found guilty steps may be 
taken looking to the action by the civil courts against 
the civilians who are mixed up in this matter. There 
are many rumors in circulation at the Department, some 
of which have gained some credit in newspapers, that 
the Department has already acted. Bngineer officers 
who have closely followed the court-martial proceedings 
give as their opinion that Capt. Carter will be acquitted 
of the charges of conspiracy and embezzlement, what- 
ever may be the result as to minor charges. 


There is an undoubted field for the activities of the 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy in reforming some of 
the details of Navy administration which can be done

without an act of Congress. Why, for example, should 
it cost between eleven and twelve hundred dollars to put 
smokestacks into a vessel at the New York Navy Yard 
when the same work can be done at the Portsmouth 
Yard for less than $500? 
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RUSSIA IN CHINA. 

Reno Pinon, published in the Revue de Deux Mondes 
(translation in Littel’s Living Age), is able to tell us pre- 
cisely when the peace of Burope will be broken by the 
clashing of her powers. “On the day when the trans-Si- 
berian railway is finished, the Czar will dictate terms to 
Northern China, and the ‘tranquility’ of Russia will cease 
on that same day,” is his date. He recalls the interest- 
ing fact that “even before the end of the seventeenth 
century, in 1689, the Russians had signed the treaty of 
Nertschinsk with China. It was the first time that the 
Son of Heaven had ever entered into diplomatic relations 
with a Western power, and one of the clauses of this 
venerable compact permitted Russian merchants fur- 
nished with passports to trade in all parts of the Chinese 
empire.” M. Pinon traces the genesis of the existing 
status in an interesting, if not entirely authentic, way. 
In 1886 the Russians occupied Port Lazareff and the 
English immediately followed suit by taking possession 
of Port Hamilton. . By agreement each withdrew, bu 
the Russians began the trans-Siberian railway and the 
English the Canadian Pacific and the Vancouver steam- 
ship line to Hong Kong. “The affair of Port Lazareif 
thus became the determining cause of the construction of 
those two mighty railways one of which traverses the 
whole width of America; the other, that of Asia. It at- 
tracted the attention of all maritime powers to the devel- 
opment of Japan, to Russia ambition, and: to Dnglis) 
greed; and so the question of the extreme Orient was 
also opened.” The ease with which M. Pinon slings 
diplomatic pebbles is shown in his treatment of the Ha- 
waiian question. He says: “The Americans are popular 
in China, and until quite recently they were so in Japan 
as well; but the scheme of annexing the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands, upon which the government of the Mikado has long 
had designs, has taught the Japanese what to think of 
American disinterestedness, and the relations of the two 
powers have become very much less friendly.’”’ Consid- 
ering the fact that the Japanese probably did not know 
of the Sandwich Islands until long after Comdr. Perry 
opened their ports with the sword, the ancient character 
of her pretensions is extraordinary. There is no doubt 
that the quarrel over China is the question of the day 
and its consequences cannot be foreseen. The English 
make a great pother over the schemes of Germany and 
Russia in China, but it was England that took the first 
step toward the dismemberment of that.country. She 
forced the Chinese to abandon Hong Kong to her. Portu- 
gal took Macao. France followed by seizing Ton King 
and Russia occupied Kuldja for a time. Japan and 
Germany followed, but do not end the list perhaps. 

The powers have strength enough to hold each other 
in a deadlock and the latest news is that the Chinese 
loan cannot be made in England because Russia forbids, 
nor in Russia because England won’t permit it. The in- 
demnity due in May to Japan cannot be paid and Japan 
may be left in possession of Chinese territory. Such a 
consummation would not be entirely bad for China, or 
at least more disastrous to Japan than to her, for with- 
out the indemnity that country will have to raise a loan 
to pay for the ships she has ordered, the war in Formosa 
and other extravagances she has entered into. Japan's 
danger is reckless financiering and she is confronted with 
the possibility of becoming the Italy of the East rather 
than the England.

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EUROPEAN STUDY OF OUR CIVIL WAR. 


In an article on the Civil War in the United States, 
appearing in the “Journal of the Royal United Service 
Institution” for January, Lieut. Col. T. Tully, 4th V. B., 
East Surrey Regiment, discusses the battle of Shiloh or 
Pittsburg Landing. In his introduction Col. Tully ex- 
plains why it is that so little attention has been given 
to our Civil War by those who devote themselves to 
historical military studies. In the first place, it was 
immediately followed by the Six Weeks’ War between 
Prussia and Italy on the one side and Austria and her 
German allies on the other. This campaign presented 
such startling novelties that soldiers instinctively turned 
to it for information, and the Potomac and the Missis- 
sippi were a long way off. Next came, four years later, 
the war between France and Germany, which still fur- 
ther absorbed the attention of European military stu- 
dents. Then it was too hastily assumed that our war 
was almost entirely of an amateur or civilian type, and 
had few or no lessons to teach those whose studies were 
of warfare under the special conditions of service against 
savage tribes, or those attending the work of disciplined 
armies over known ground. Of this, Col. Tully says: 
“Whilst it cannot be ignored that masses of partially- 
trained troops were sent into action by the United States, 
even during the later stages of the war, yet amongst 
the generals, and the combatants in fact of all ranks, 
especially on the Confederate side, there were men who 
ought to have been soldiers in the truest sense of the 
word, if marching and camping and fighting for four 
years can make anyone a soldier. That such a process is 
possible is best illustrated by the fact that the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Regular Army of the United 
States of to-day, General Miles, began as a Volunteer, 
and has fought his way from the Volunteer ranks to the 
distinguished position he now holds. I may explain that 
under very special circumstances during this great war, 
Volunteer officers who had specially distinguished them- 
selves were granted commissions in the Regular Army 
of the United States—of course, these commissions being 
of relatively lower grade than those held by them in the 
Volunteer Service. I believe there is only one parallel 
instanee of this in the history of the English Army, cer- 
tainly within the last hundred years. The circumstances 
were somewhat extraordinary; but on this point I need 
not delay my audience.” 

The lecturer called attention to the fact that at the 
first Bull Run battle all the regular troops that could be 
mustered were 800, who stood as a rear guard between 
the vietorious Confederates and the road to Washington. 
This is ascribed to the fact that Buchanan’s Secretary 
of War, Floyd, shifted the troops and their arms and 
iammunition to the South. 

Coming to Shiloh, Col.-Tully holds that it was, stra- 
tegieally speaking, a surprise, because quite unforeseen 
to the Federal commanders. As a matter of minor 
tactics it is claimed that there was no surprise, but, ac- 
cording to Col. Tully, “Grant was hopelessly surprised 


in the field at Pittsburg, and with all Sherman’s abilities 
he cannot personally be acquitted of being primarily 
responsible for this. . Both sides .speaking the 
same language, it might have been supposed that Sher- 
man apd Grant might between them have ob 
tained one solitary rider who could have told 
them that on the night of the OSth April 40, 
000 men of the Confederate Army lay within a 
stone’s throw of their pickets. But such was not the 
ease. There was again a failure to entrench. Grant 
considered that his soldiers wanted drill more than dig- 
ging. Events proved that they wanted both. He did 
not make this mistake after Shiloh.” Grant was on the 
ground at 8 a. m., but “like the able General that he 
was,” he saw that a supply of cartridges was more im- 
portant than his presence, and prevented a disastrous 
rout by occupying himself in organizing an ammunition 
train. 
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THE AMERICAN ISLANDS. 

Mr. Alex. D. Anderson has an article in the “Review of 
Reviews,” in which he gives exact data respecting the 
ownership of the islands off our Atlantic coast, data 
which supplement the facts we presented lately with 
the strategic war map:

The above comprises simply the islands large enough to 
be named in atlases or cyclopedias. Looking at this list 
it is amusing to recall the position taken by foreigners 
that the United States have no right to desire a transfer 
of any of these islands to her control, no reason to look 
askance at this ‘line of foreign and always hostile pos- 
sessions, and no interests that make these islands neces- 
sary to us! The question is often asked, why is there so 
much hostile feeling among Americans toward Dngland, 
and the answer is plain enough. Great Britain is the 
only nation that is arming herself against this country. 
We consider her course in this respect foolish and one 
that she will pay a heavy price for some day whatever 
the cost may be to us. It is, however, consistent with 
her policy in other parts of the globe and one that has 
led to great disturbance. Some comprehension of the 
dangers of such a course seems to have come to Lord 
Salisbury, who said in defending his policy in China: “I 
believe there is danger in our public opinion of a reaction 
to the doctrine of thirty or forty years ago, when it was 
thought that it wag our duty to fight everybody and take 
everything. I think that a very dangerous doctrine, not 
merely because we would thereby excite other nations 
against us—and the reputation we now enjoy in Burope 
is not by any means pleasant or advantageous—but be- 
cause there is a much more serious danger of overtaxing 
our strength. However strong we may be there is a point 
beyond which our strength does not.go. It is courage 
and wisdom to exert that strength to its attainable limit, 
but madness and ruin to pass it.” As we see the situa- 
tion on this side of the Atlantic these words are perti- 
nent to the course of the English in fortifying her isl- 
ands. 

The subject of Mr. Anderson’s article is the American 
Republics, and he shows that in January, 1800, ours was 
the only republic in the new world and its area was only 
5 per cent. of the surface of the two Americas, or as he 
calls them the three Americas. Spain held 7,028,- 
628 square miles, or 45.7 per cent.; Great Britain, 
3,719,109, or 24.2 per cent.; Portugal, 3,209,878, or 20.9 
per cent.; United States, 827,844, or 5.4 per cent.; Rus- 
sia, 577,390, or 3.8 per cent.; France, 29,352, or .01 per 
cent.; Netherlands, 433, or .0 per cent.; Denmark, 223, 
or .0 per cent. Total, three Americas, 15,392,858 sq. m. 
Spain’s folly has lost to her nearly 7,000,000 sq. m. of 
her colonies, every mile of which has been republican- 
ized, and now the distribution is: American Republics, 11,- 
632,426 sq. m., or 75.6 per cent.; Great Britain, 3,626,352, 
or 23.6 per cent.; France, 47,800, or 3 per cent.; Nether- 
lands, 46,494, or 3 per cent.; Spain, 39,563, or 2 per 
cent.; Denmark, 2338, or .0 per cent. Total, 15,392,858. 
Our own growth has been from 827,844 to 3,602,990 
square miles, or from 5.4 to 23.4 per cent. of the whole. 


AMERICAN ARMOR FOR FOREIGN SHIPS. 


Russia on Saturday last awarded contracts to the Car- 
negie Steel Co. for sufficient Harveyized nickel steel 
armor to complete two battleships now under construc- 
tion. The contract price is $500 per ton, which is $33.12 
less per ton than the company received for the armor it 
furnished under its last Russian contract, $200 more 
than the United States is allowed to pay under the law 
for armor for the battleships Illinois, Alabama and Wis- 
consin, and $100 more than the Senate and House Naval 
Committees are willing to allow for the armor for these 
three ships. The Russian government a few months ago 
advertised for bids for completing the armoring of the 
Russian battleships Peresvet and Olysibia, the armor 
plate to be delivered within a year and a half. Follow- 
ing are the bids received: Vickers Sons & Co. (English), 
$583.96 per ton; John Brown & Co. (English), $569.38 
per ton; St. Chamond (French), $490 for 9-inch, $498 
for S-inch, $569 for 5-inch, and $548 for 4-inch; Le Oreu- 
sot (French), $498 for 9-inch, $478.64 for 8-inch, $530.75 
for 7-inch, $550 for 5-inch and $569 for 4-inch; Chatil- 
lion (French), $486 for 9-inch, $496 for 8-inch, $517 for 
7-inch, $563.50 for 4 and 5-inch; Marrel Freres (French), 
$530.75 for 6-inch and $382.14 for 4-inch; Krupp (Ger- 





man), $562.52 for all sizes; Dillingen (German), $559.30 
for all sizes: Wilkowitz (Austria), $452.20 for all sizes; 
Bethlehem Iron Company (American), $530.45 for all 
sizes; Carnegie Stee] Company (American), $550.45 for 
all sizes, 

The Russian Government rejected all the bids on the 
ground that they were too high, but after negotiations 
with the Carnegie Co., as a result of which the bid of 
that firm was reduced to $500 per ton, it was finally de- 
cided to award the contracts to it. The Peresvet and 
the Olysibia are first-class battleships and when com- 
pleted will have a displacement of 12,840 tons each. 
One is expected to be ready for launching the latter part 
of this year and the other in 1900. The fact that the 
Russian Government determined to return to Harvey- 
ized nickel steel armor, after having tried armor manu- 
factured by the Krupp process, is complimentary to the 
judgment of Capt. Charles O'Neil, Chief of the Navy 
Bureau of Ordnance, and other American naval experts. 
It has been reported to the Navy Department that 
Krupp’s good showing with a 11.8-inch Krupp plate, the 
German received a contract for armor for the Russian 
battleship Poltava, a vessel of 10,950 tons. The price 
paid was $542,64 per ton delivered in St. Petersburg. 
Although the test plate of this contract cracked, the 
Government waived the imperfection and concluded to 
accept the armor. The action of the Russian Govern- 
ment in making a contract for Harveyized nickel steel 
armor is regarded as a severe reflection on Krupp armor. 
Carnegie and Bethlehem companies recently acquired the 
right to use the Krupp process, but it is not likely that 
either company will make a contract to supply Krupp 
armor at present, in view of the reported undeveloped 
condition of the process, 


MILITARY INFORMATION DIVISION. 


During the administration of Brig. Gen. Breck as Ad- 
jutant General, the scope of duties of the Military In- 
formation Division of the Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment has been greatly extended. It is the aim of the 
Department to make this branch of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office as efficient and comprehensive as the needs 
of the Army demand. Its field of usefulness is already 
very large, and it will probably be considerably ex- 
tended under the official direction of Col. H. C. Corbin. 
Besides Maj, A. L. Wagner, who has direct charge of 
the work of the Division, twelve other officers are now 
detailed to duty under him. They are: Maj. H. O. 8. 
Heistand, Asst. Adjt. Gen.; Ist Lieut. Carl Reichmann, 
9th Inf.; Ist Lieut. C. De W. Willeox, 2d Art.; Ist Lieut. 
L, C. Scherer, 4th Cav.; 2d Lieut. H. H. Whitney, 4th 
Art., who are considered as constituting the regular corps 
of the division, and the following who are temporarily 
detailed to the office for periods varying from a few 
months to a year or more: Ist Lieut. H. A. Reed, 2d 
Art.; Ist Lieut, Edward Anderson, 7th Cav.; 2d Lieut. 
R. H. Van Deman, 21st Inf.; 2d Lieut. W. H. Simons, 
6th Inf.; Ist Lieut. A. 8S. Rowan, 19th Inf. Capt. J. H. 
Dorst, 4th Cay., until recently Military Attaché at the 
U. 8. Legation at Vienna, who is engaged in finishing 
his report of his observations of the Graeco-Turkish War, 
and Capt. J, H. H. Peshine, 13th Inf., who is complet- 
ing his report as Military Attaché at Madrid, from 
which post he was relieved a few months ago. The gen- 
eral character of the work done by these officers, 
excepting the last two mentioned, is arranging and in- 
dexing reports and publications sent in by attachés, and 
preparing maps, tables and reports for the use of the 
Army. Some little time ago the division found itself 
behind with its work, owing to the great mass of mate- 
rial which had been accumulated for classification and 
editing, and it was to assist in disposing of this matter 
that the officers on temporary duty were detailed. The 
publications of the Division now in press and shortly to 
be issued are a pamphlet on the Cossack Drill, Selected 
Translations on Military Subjects from Foreign Jour- 
nals, a bibliography of sources of military information, 
a paper on the use of high explosives by cavalry pioneers, 
and the annual publication on the condition of the or- 
ganized militia of the United States. The officers of 
the Division at present are engaged in preparing for 
publication translations of the German and French Drill 
Regulations, a pamphlet on the. Italian Campaign in 
Abyssinia, and a history of the Graeco-Turkish War. 
Maj. Heistand’s forthcoming book on Alaska was pre- 
pared in the Military Information Division but is being 
published privately by the officer at his own expense, in 
order that it might be gotten before the public more 
quickly than would be possible under the present crowd- 
ed condition of the Government Printing Office, and 
also that the edition might be larger than the regular 
one thousand copies of Government publications allowed 
by law, as it is expected that there will be a large de- 
mand for the work. 
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Capt. MacNutt, O. D. U. 8. A., has superintended the 
casting of the ingot for the huge 16-inch breech loading 
rifle, and it will soon be shipped from South Bethlehem 
to Watervliet Arsenal. It will, when finished, go to 
Sandy Hook. It requires a special 100,000-pound car 
for its transportation and the two ends will project over 
two other cars, being 49 feet long. John F, Meigs, late 
of the Navy, under whose supervision the gun is being 
built, says of it: “Its projectile will weigh about 2,300 
pounds, and its velocity will be in the neighborhood of 
2,000 feet per second. The range of such a gun would 
be very great—not less than ten miles, and its extreme 
range, or the utmost distance to which it could throw a 
projectile would be in the neighborhood of fifteen miles.” 
The nearest approach to this distance heretofore was 
the so-called jubilee shot, in England, where the projec- 
tile traveled twelve miles. The gun will be known as a 
sixteen-inch, will weigh 126 tons, and will cost $120,000. 
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THE LOSS OF THE U. 8. S. MAINE. 


The story of the destruction of the U. S. S. Maine, 
Capt. C. S. Sigsbee, in the harbor of Havana, is told in 
the dispatches that follow: 

To the Secretary of the Navy: 

“Maine blew up in Havana Harbor at 9:40, and de- 
streyed. Many wounded and doubtless more killed and 
drowned, Wounded and others on board Spanish man- 
of-war and Ward Line steamer. Send lighthouse ten- 
ders from Key West for crew, and few pieces of equip- 
ment still above water. No one had other clothes than 
those upon him, Public opinion should be suspended till 
further report. All officers believed to saved. 
Jenkins and Merritt not yet accounted for. Many Span- 
ish officers, including representatives of Gen. Blanco, 
now with me and express sympathy. 

(Signed), SIGSBEE.” 
To the Secretary of the Navy: 

“Advise sending wrecking vessel at once. Maine sub- 
merged except débris; mostly work for divers now. Jen- 
kins and Merritt still missing. Littl hope for their 
safety. Those known to be saved are: 

“Officers, 24 uninjured; crew, 18 wounded; now on 
board Ward Line steamer; in city hospital and at hotel, 
59, so far as known. All others went down on board or 
near the Maine. Total loss or missing, 253. With sev- 
eral exceptions, no officer nor man has more than part 
of a suit of clothing, and that is wet with harbor water. 
Ward steamer leaves for Mexico at two this afternoon. 
Officers saved are uninjured.- Damage was in compart- 
ments of crew. Am preparing to telegraph list of 
wounded and saved. Olivette leaves for ae West at 
one p. m. Will send by her to Key West the officers 
saved, except myself, and Wainwright, Holman, Henne- 
berger, Ray and Holden; will turn over three uninjured 
boats to captain of port, with request for safe-keeping. 
Will send all wounded men to hospital at Havana.

Dispatches received by the State Department were as 
follows:

“Profound sorrow expressed by Government and muni- 
cipal authorities, Consuls of foreign nations, organized 
bodies of all sorts, and citizens generally. Flags are at 
half-mast-on Governor General’s palace, on shipping in 
hurbor, and in city. Business suspended and theatres 
closed. Dead number about 260. Officers’ quarters be- 
ing in rear and seamen’s forward, where explosion took 
place, accounts for the greater proportionate loss of sail- 
ors. Funeral to-morrow at 3 p.m. Officers Merritt and 
Jenkins still missing. Suppose Naval court of inquiry 
will be held to ascertain cause of explosion, Should it be

Gen. Blanco telegraphed as follows on the day of the 
disaster: 

“With profound regret I have to inform you that the 
American ship Maine, in this harbor, blew up by an un- 
donubtedly chance accident, believed to have resulted from 
an explosion of the boiler of the dynamo. Immediately 
following the accident all the disposable elements of the 
capital hastened to the spot to extend every aid possible. 
These ineluded the force of the marine fire brigade and 
all the Generals in Havana, among them my chief of 
staff. There have been deaths and wounded. I have 
sent an aide-de-camp to offer every assistance to the 
American Consul that he may wish for. I will forward 
further details as they become available. 

BLANCO.” 








Seeretary Long telegraphed to Capt. Sigsbee, Feb. 16: 
“Tender Mangrove sailed at three o’clock. 2d Assistant 
Surgeons Spear and Clendenin of the Army go over in 
her.” 

“The President directs me to express for himself and 
the people of the United States his profound sympathy 
with the officers and crew of the Maine, and desires that 
no expense be spared in providing for the survivors and 
the care of the dead.

At 11:20 a. m. Secretary Long received the following 
unsigned telegram from Havana: 

“Only two officers unaccounted for. The explosion was 
forward; to all indications the magazine, but cannot tell 
until an investigation had. The sentry on the poop-deck 
reports that there were no boats in the vicinity when the 
explosion occurred.” 

Other telegrams to Secretary Long, from George Bron- 
son Rea, said to be a newspaper correspondent, said: 
“No excitement. All quiet. Only feelings of sympathy 
and sorrow for the accident.” 

“At least 275 lives have been lost by the explosion last 
night on the Maine. It is now believed that the explo- 
sion occurred in the magazine. The sentry on the poop 
deck reports that no boats were in sight when the ex- 
plosion occurred. Only one officer and three men are 
snid to have been saved out of the total of forty marines 
on board. 

“All the Spanish officers are anxious that public opin- 
ion on the disaster shall not be formed in the United 
States until Capt. Sigsbee’s report_is received. There is 
no excitement in the streets of Havana, but on every 
hand are heard expressions of sympathy or sorrow.” 


Feb, 17 Consul General Lee telegraphed: “Merritt in 
junior officers’ messroom, Jenkins in. wardroom mess- 
room ut the time of explosion. Latter left before an offi- 
cor who was saved. Must have gone the wrong way. 
Lights out immediately and water rushing in. Merritt 
got to hatch with Naval Cadet Boyd. Ladder gone. 
Boyd climbed through and tried to pull Merritt up, but 
latter let go his hands, fell back and was drowned.

The following telegram telling of funeral arrangements 
was received Secretary Long Thursday afternoon 
from Caxt, Sigsbee: 

“Gen. Blanco called on me personally at the hotel last 
night, also the mayor of the city. They have requested 
me to permit the government to give a public burial to 
the dead already found, in order that public sympathy 
here may be ex thereby, and honor shown the 
dead. Ground for burial has been secured. It is as- 
sumed that I am expected by the Department to bury 
the dead here. In fact, it would be impracticable to 
transport the remains to the United States. Means and 
facilities are lacking. I have accepted the offer of the 
authorities, and there will be a public funeral at 3 
o'clock to-day. All here from the Maine will go, also a 
delegation from the Fern. Fifteen bodies recovered. 
Diving operations prevented by rough weather.” 

This reply was sent by Secretary wong: 2 

“Telegram received ana action approved. Express to 
Captain General Blanco and to the mayor and people of 
Havana the thanks of the Department and its apprecia- 
tion of their action in extending the honors you have 
reported to those lost on board the Maine.” 

As appropriate honors to the deceased in the recent 
disaster to the battleship Maine, the President directs 
that flags at all Army Headquarters, military posts and 
on Army buildings be displayed from sunrise to sunset 
at half-staff until further orders.

CAPT. SIGSBEE’S STATEMENT TO THE “HERALD.” 


“There is very little that I can tell you. I was in 
the cabin at the time. I had just finished a letter to my 
family when that enormous crash came. The ship 
lurched heavily to port and I knew in an instant what 
it all meant—that it meant that my ship had blown up. 
All the cabin lights were put out, and as I groped my 
way out of the apartment I met my orderly running 
toward me. Reaching the deck I gave orders to post 
sentries, keep silence and to flood the magazines. e 
magazines were already flooding themselves. I saw 
then that the disaster was complete; in fact, I noticed 
a few of our men struggling in the water. Only three 
boats were left of the number we carried. These, the 
gig, barge and second whaleboat, were lowered as quick- 
ly as we could get them in the water. There was a big 
hole knocked in the side of the barge and’ it is a wonder 
that it did not sink with the few who had climbed into 
it.”

LIEUT. BLANDIN’S STORY. 

Lieut. John J. Blandin, who was officer of the watch 
at the time of the explosion, said: “I wenf on watch at 
six o'clock, relieving Lieut. Blow. At twenty minutes 
to ten o’clock, while on the port side of the quarterdeck, 
an explosion occurred, seemingly on the port side for- 
ward, followed immediately by a second one. I was 
struck on the head by a flying piece of wreckage, but not 
stunned. I climbed on the poop deck, where I found the 
Captain, executive officers and several others. The barge 
and gig were lowered and manned, they being the only 
boats left. We picked up all the wounded that could, be 
found and put them into the boats. The Spanish flag- 
ship Alfonso XII. had sent four or five boats very 
promptly to our aid and more of our wounded were sent 
to the Alfonso. One of our boats pulled around the Maine 
and picked up several men who had been blown into the 
water. The executive officer went forward to see if the 
fire could be put out and found that it was useless to 
try to do anything to save the ship, as she was a total 
wreck. he Captain then gave the order to abandon the 
ship, and most of us went in the boats of the City of 
Washington, of the Ward line, where we were most cor- 
dially received and cordially treated. The Captain was 
the last to leave the ship.” 


The steamer Fern has also sailed for Havana, and 
the torpedo boat Ericsson left at midnight Feb. 15 with 
dispatches for the fieet. 

The coast survey steamer Bache, at Key West, was 
immediately ordered to Havana with wreckage para- 
phernalia. 

Capt. and Asst. Surg. P. Clendenin, U. S. A., and a 
Surgeon from the U. 8. cruiser New York left Key West 
at sees for Havana on the Mangrove, the lighthouse 
tender. 


The correspondent of the “Sun” at Havana says: 

Mingling with the echoes of the wails of the wounded 
and drowning sailors were heard the shouts of “Viva 
Espana!” ‘“Mueran los Americanos!’ “Manana tendre- 
mos buena pesca en la bahia!’’ (“‘We shall have good fish- 
ing in the bay to-morrow”) and such remarks from the 
Spanish rabble, who were congregating in great num- 
bers around the wharves and seemed greatly delighted 
at the misfortune which had befallen the Americans. 

Having induced a boatman to take him to the side of 
the burning vessel the reporter saw a sight most hor- 
rible and not possible to describe. 

Near the ship were already two boats of the Maine 
with a few officers and men who were rescuing their 
shipmates. The Alfonso XIIL., not far distant, had also 
sent some of her boats, which were assisting. Some of 
the sailors who were rescued were taken to the Alforso 
XIL., others to the City of Washington, some to Regla, 
the steamship Colon, and to the wharf of the Machina. 
It is marvelous how some of them could swim, as they 
were nearly all very severely hurt. One man had both 
legs fractured, another had an ankle shattered, and near- 
ly all were severely burned. All of them received the 
best possible attention wherever they were taken. 

Of the wounded four will certainly die. A few sailors 
are held here to identify bodies, Divers will be secured 
as soon as possible. 

One horror was saved. Havana Bay usually swarms 
with sharks. At the sound of the explosion they were 
frightened away. Cannon were discharged all day to 
nee them from returning. 

The sailors in the hospitals are bearing their suffer- 
ings with great courage. Not a complaint is heard. 
They all talk fight, and they believe that the Maine was 
blown up purposely, 

The “Sun's” correspondent visited the hall in which 
the twenty-two bodies lay in state. So unwonted a spec- 
tacle will probably never be seen there again. The bodies 
of the poor American sailors rested in the Palace of the 
Spanish Government in Cuba. The hall was filled with 
wreaths and flowers sent by private corporations, bank- 
ing and mercantile houses, and Cuban and American la- 
dies. ere were also wreaths sent by the Spanish 
army and navy. The pwblie was allowed to pass through 
the hall and see the bodies of the victims. The utmost 
order and decorum was observed. 


Lieut, (Jr. G.) F. W. Jenkins, who met his death in 
the disaster to the Maine at Havana on Tuesday night, 


was born in Allegheny City, June 26, 1 and was ap- 
pointed a naval cadet Sept, 28, 1882, by i 
Thomas M. Bayne, of the 23d Congressio: District of 
Pennsylvania. After a short cruise on the Atlanta he 
was graduated June, 1888, after which he served _succes- 
sively on the Galena, Kearsarge and Swatara. He was 
next attached to the Coast Ri un- 
til he was again ordered to sea on the gunboat Benning- 
ton. From June, 1893, to September, 1895, he was on 
ordnance duty at the novel goering ground, Indian Head, 
Md., and in September, 1895, he was ordered to the bat- 
tleship Maine, and has since been attached to that ves- 
sel, with the exception of a short interval in the spring 
of 1897. He rea his present grade of junior u- 
tenant Jan. 5, 1897. He has many friends in this city, 
and was regarded as a most ca and efficient officer. 

Asst. Engr. D. R. Merritt, who was the only other offi- 
cer lost, was born at Red Oak, Montgomery County, Ia., 
April 12, 1872. He was appointed to the Naval Acad- 
emy Sept. 10, 1891, graduating at the head of his class 
four years later. He went to sea on the Amphitrite and 
was subsequently transferred to the Indiana, receiving 
his final graduation July 1, 1897. After a short service 
at the New York Navy Yard he was ordered to the bat- 
tleship Maine, Sept. 10, 1897, and has since been at- 
tached to that ill-fated vessel.

The subcommittee on the Naval appropriation bill is 
still working on the measure. The committee has gotten 
down to the item on increases in the Navy, but has not 
srogressed sufficiently to indicate the course it will adopt.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The report of the Board composed of Lieut. Comdrs. 
Schroeder, Rodgers and Harber, which made an exami- 
nation of the battleships lowa and Texas after they 
had touched the bottom in Tortugas harbor, has been 
received at the Navy Department. The Board made as 
thorough an inspection as was possible without puttin 
the ships in dock and found that the injuries receiv 
were not serious. In each case there was some denting 
of the thin bottoms of the big ships and some paint was 
scraped off, but the Board says: “We are of the opin- 
ion that the injuries received are not of such a character 
as to render it advisable that they should not be em- 
ployed in the exercises for the next two months, and on 
the passage to Hampton Roads.” . 

Comdr. Eugene H. C. Leutze, commanding the Alert, 
now at San Fes, Nicaragua, has cabled the Navy De- 
partment that he has recalled to the ship the force of 
marines and sailors which was landed recently at that 
place to protect the American Consulate during the con- 
flict between the Government forces and the insurgents. 

Reports from the Raleigh, now on her way to the Asi- 
atic station, are to the effect that not a little trouble is 
being experienced in her machinery. The voyage from 
Malta to Hong Kong is one to develop any weaknesses 
which may exist in a ship’s motive power, but it is be- 
lieved at the Department that the defects noted in the 
Raleigh are solely those which may be anticipated in the 
course of so long and so difficult a trip. : 

Recent advices from ‘the Marietta indicate that in this 
craft the United States Navy has a distinct advance on 
some of her predecessors. Comdr, Symonds writes that 
as a result of some regular service experiments it ap- 
pears that the steaming radius of the Marietta is no 
less than seven “thouant sea mile atan average speed 
eight and a half knots an hour, This is a most extra- 
ordinary showing and would seem to indicate the posses- 
sion of unusually economical engines and boilers. 

Capt. C. F. Goodrich, president of the War College, 
has been at the Navy rtment discussing the 
needs of the War College with Secretary Long and As- 
sistant Seeretary Roosevelt. Capt. Goodrich called at- 
tention to the leaky condition of the building. It is un- 
derstood that Capt. Goodrich will soon be relieved and 
sent to sea, 

lhe five torpedo-boat destroyers recently ordered by the 
Admiralty of private firms are to be named the Lee, 
Leven, Orwell, Spiteful and Stag.

THE AFGHAN CAMPAIGN. 


The most remarkable military movement of recent 
times is the British campaign against the Afghan tribes. 
The British force is no less than 60,000 strong and con- 
tains not only Scotch troops, probably the best fighters 
in the home Army, but Ghurkas and Sihks, two of the 
very best auxiliaries in the British Empire. The native 
troops seem to have been favored with the hottest part 
of the work and it is the comparative failure of these 


crack fighters that has taught the English the difficulties 
of their undertaking. It is said that the slaughter of 
officers has been greater in this frontier war than in the 
battle of Waterloo. ‘The natives were armed with Lee 
Metford and Martini-Henry rifles and the English papers 
are beginning to give acounts of their destructive qual- 
ities. ‘The correspondent of the ‘limes of India” says: 
“In the old days things were very different, for a 
point over 600 or 700 yards could be absolutely ignored; 
but now, with an enemy armed with Martinis and Lee- 
Metfords, things are very different, and you can never 
feel safe, unless you can crown all points even up to 
2,000 yards distance.” In other respects he confirms ev- 
ery anticipation to which the use of low trajectory ri- 
fles and high explosive ammunition has led and he gives 
one curious bit of information: ‘‘Up to now most of us 
have only heard the Lee-Metford from the firing point, 
when all that is heard is a very slight crack which you 
would imagine you could not hear 100 yards off. Curi- 
ously enough, the characteristic sound of the rifle when 
fired at you from a distance is very different, two dis- 
tinct dull reports—‘tick-tock’—are then heard. At first 
these reports puzzled us a great deal, and we wondered 
what weapon was being used against us, but we soon dis- 
covered it was the Lee-Metford, and took advantage of 
any available cover. Another very real ditliculty to be 
faced when opposed by the Lee-Metford fire is the prac- 
tical absence of all smoke, and when fired at by a single 
man from behind a rock 1,500 yards olf it is absolutely 
impossible to tell from what place you are being fired 
at, and you cannot, therefore, concentrate any fire on him 
to check him,.”” ‘These guns have been obtained by steal- 
ing and probably purchase from both British and native 
soldiers. As to the ammunition, the “United Service 
Gazette” says: ‘here is too much reason to fear that 
for years past these frontier tribes have had their agents 
in every large military station in Bengal, and that a reg- 
ular traflic in ammunition has been carried on. If our 
information is correct, not merely has ammunition been 
purposely ‘lost,’ and money received for it, but thousands 
of rounds issued for matches and for private practice 
have been sold by the troops to these agents. It is well 
known that we have for many years subsidized some of 
the turbulent and warlike of these tribes, and now we 
have the mortification of knowing where a portion, at 
any rate, of the money has gone.’ 

‘he English have been parading their fleets here and 
..~there to show what they can do and the ease and rapid- 
ity with which they can outfit their vessels is a frequent 
theme for self-gratulation not only in their newspapers 
but in speeches of responsible public officials, but a few 
bands of so-called “wild” tribesmen are showing the 
world that the extended British line is open to disastrous 
attack in more than one direction. ow many times 
60,000 men would the English need if a powerful enemy 
were backing these Afridis with the best arms, an in- 
exhaustible military chest and trained guidance? 


RUSSIAN SYSTEM OF ATTACK. 

Commenting on the new Russian regulations, the “Mil- 
itar Wochenblatt” points out the principal changes made 
in the méthod of attack. In deploying for battle, one 
to three sections of the company may be extended at the 
discretion of the commander, but one section at least 
must always be held in reserve. The fighting front of 
the company, which was fixed by the old regulations at 
180 meters, has been reduced to 140 in order that the 
strength of the firing line may be proportionately in- 
creased. Whenever more than two sections are extend- 
ed, the line will be commanded by the captain in per- 
son, in other cases by the senior section leader, and the 
supports are to preserve such a distance in rear of the 
center or flank of the firing line as will enable them at 
any moment to give it prompt support. ‘Lhe safety of 
the flanks of the company is tu be assured by “fighting 
patrols,” and the firing line may be reinforced either by 
the supports prolonging it to a flank, or by filling up 
intervals between files. In the latter case advantage is 
to be taken of the first opportunity to reform the sec- 
tions which have been mixed up. The tire of the line 
may be delivered either by volleys or independently, and 
magazine fire, when used, is to be delivered as rapidly as 
possible. Independent firing may be used against all ob- 
jects up to 350 meters, and against groups up to 70, 
while fire may be opened on larger bodies at still longer 
ranges. No such restrictions as to distance are imposed 
by the new regulations in the case of volley firing by 
sections. As a general rule, firing when in motion is 
forbidden, but is permitted when a charge with the 
bayonet is made from some distance, or in the case of a 
shooting line retiring before the enemy. 

The firing line is only allowed to advance at a run 
when traversing ground heavily swept by tire, or for the 
purpose of more quickly seizing favorable tiring posi- 
tions. In such cases the pace of the supports is to con- 
form to that of the line they are supportung. A bayonet 
charge may be made by the firing line alone when the 
charge is likely to be successful, but as a rule will be 
made by firing line and supports combined, the troops 
moving forward quickly behind their section leaders, 
and when arrived at fifty paces from the enemy, rush- 
ing on him with a cheer. After a successful charge, the 
shooting line opens fire on the retreating enemy, and the 
supports reform and await further orders.

He had already done so on his 
village paper in a series of, essays on “The Cosmegony 
of the Universe.” But that little town was a thousand 
miles away. He wanted a wider field for his aspirations, 
and had come to New York. 

Yet he went out of the office anxious and doubting. “I 
will go to the captain,” said he; “he will explain to me 
the ship and its uses. He will tell me all.” 

“Captain,” said he, “I am sent to write up your ship. 
Oblige me by stating how many masts she has.”

“We have sent them on shore to be painted.” 

“How much water does your vessel draw?’ 

‘Three inches.” 

“How do you draw it?” 

“By steam power from the well.” 

“Were you ever in a storm at sea?’

New York till we arrive at Liverpool.”

“The cook; he’s the only well man on board.” 

“Do you sail nights when out of sight of land?” 

“Never; we anchor.” 

“What! in mid-ocean?” 

“Of course, you land lubber. There’s docks to tie up at 
regular distances all the way across.”

“That’s where an iceberg ran into us last trip.” 

“Good gracious! How do you see to sail dark nights?” 

“We send our boats ahead with lanterns, which light 
up the road,” 

“Are they there now?’ 

“Yes; anchored in a line all the way ‘across the At- 
lantie ocean.” 

After getting much other information, which the cap- 
tain said he was only too happy to impart to such an in- 
teresting young gentleman, the reporter returned and 
wrote as follows. 

“The new steamer Crusader is a splendid specimen of 
naval architecture. Her keel revolves on hinges, so as to 
be readily unshipped in a storm, when it is not wanted. 
‘The rudder also, by a patent contrivance, can be drawn 
out of its socket and deported on deck during the night 
and in hurricanes. The Crusader has folding decks, 
which can be doubled up when she has but little cargo, 
and her tonnage in this way can be decreased from 4,000 
to 2,000 tons. The main sail can, if necessary, be used 
as a skysail or wind-sail, and the saving of canvas ef- 
fected in this manner reduces the wear and tear of her 
running rigging one-half. ‘The main brace passes from 
the end of the. bowsprit over the fore, main and royal 
masts, thénce down over the spankerboom to the taffrail 
and into the cabin windows, where it is secured by a 
double-banked sheepshank to the head of the captain’s 
berth. She has compound engines, which boil water at 
aun extremely low temperature. Her screws revolve at 
the rate of 10,000 times a minute, and can, if necessary, 
be brought forward and used as paddle-wheels. The Cru- 
sader is also constructed on the crab principle, and by 
bracing up everything sharp on the wind and wearing 
ship frequently, she can go as fast sideways as any 
other way: The engines are furnished with condensers, 
which condense milk as well as water. Her cabins are 
constructed on the French flat principle, there being six 
storys, with kitchens, ete., for each family of passen- 
gers. The Crusader also carries her own docks, and 
thus saves all the expenses of-wharfage when in port. 
She also carries her own quarantine, and so can never 
be detained if there is any malaria or measles on board. 
The pilot pilots her all the way across the Atlantic, and 
comes back with the ship each time. Her compasses in 
the barnacle give daily the direction of the wind. The 
captain’s cow is milked by the boatswain in the foretop.” 
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THE OFFICER IN BERLIN. 
(From Self Culture.) 

With all their fine uniforms and privileges of preced- 
ence, one cannot help feeling sorry for these officers, 
many of whom are brave, noble men; for they are so 
bound and tied by the cords of trifling conventionalities. 
They must not carry umbrellas, no matter how hard it 
storms, for they thus show their endurance by a fine 
disregard for the weather, which in Berlin pouts and 
cries all winter. Then they must never ride in an ordi- 
nary omnibus, for that is beneath their dignity. Owing 
to the common sense of the late Emperor Frederick, 
who, while Crown Lrince, sanctioned the use of the 
street cars by officers (he himself rode on the first one 
which made its appearance in Berlin twenty years ago), 
the Army can enjoy that common blessing; but if they 
take a cab, it must be a first-class one, and if they go 
to an entertainment, they must occupy a place in the 
most expensive part of the house. " 

Only boys whose families can afford to set aside a cer- 
tain sum of money for their use can enter the Army, for 
the pay is inadequate to meet the style in which an offi- 
cer must live. Think of twenty-five dollars a month for 
a Lieutenant! 





The “Militar Wechenblatt.” commenting on the new 
Russian field exercises for infantry, observes that the 
changes are in the direction of shortness and simplicity. 
and are such as are necessitated by the re-arming of 
the infantry. In the advance up to the zone at which 
the enemy’s rifle fire becomes effeetive, the Russian com- 
pany now advances by a movement analogous to our 
moving to the right in file or fours, and then wheeling 
to the left. The tendency of the new regulations appears 
to be in favor of restricting the employment of volley- 
firing and correspondingly increasing that of magazine- 
firing, which it is thought has a greater moral effect than 
the former. In future all non-commissioned officers not 
actually in command of sections will take their place 
in the firing line, occupying the intervals between sec- 
tions, and thus adding to the firing strength of the com- 
pany ten or twelve trained shots who, under the old reg- 
ulations, took post in the rear.

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The English seem to have found in the Afridis an ene- 
my that is comparable with our Indians. The “Times of 
India” correspondent gives several instances of their 
cunning and boldness: “I must say, too, that I should not 
be at all surprised if an inquiry were not instituted into 
the question as to why convoys were so weakly guarded, 
and were being so constantly cut up. Of course I know 
that it was a ghastly country to operate in, every camp 
commanded by hills and houses, and a transport train 
six or seven miles long, but still I can only say that it 
seems extraordinary that these things were constantly 
occurring. Look at that case in which a detachment of 
the Queen’s was so hotly engaged. hy, 30,000 rounds 
of Lee-Metford ammunition and 73 ponies were carried 
off actually within a mile of the headquarters camp at 
Maidan, hen, look again, how often rear guards got 
cut off from their supports and suffered heavy loss. is 
occurred not once, but again and again. I can only re- 
peat that it was at least extraordinary, making ev al- 
lowance for the difficulty of the country and the boldness 
of the enemy. As an instance of the impudent bravery 
of the Afridis, I cannot do better than call your attention 
to the incident which occurred at Maidan, when a party 
of about seventeen budmashes established themselves be- 
tween the picket and the camp, into which they fired at a 
range of less than eighty yards. They were perfectly 
secure. The picket could not fire for fear of wounding 
their comrades in camp, and those in camp were re- 
strained by a like reason.

PRIZES WON BY U. 8S. NAVAL PIGEONS. 

An interesting Naval exhibit of homing pigeons from 
the United States Homing Pigeon Service, Navy Yard, 
New York, was given at the 9th annual poultry and 
»igeon show held at Madison Square Garden, Feb. 1 to 5. 
Mr. Howard Carter was in charge of the twelve birds 
utered, in classes, two in each class, The judge award- 
ol Mr, Carter first and second on record cocks, second 
ind third on record hens, first and third on blue check 
liens, and a special premium for the longest distance sea 
tight, making an excellent showing notwithstanding 
cre Was an entry of 60 finest homing pigeons in the 
\nited States. This is the first time the U. 8S. Govern- 
ient birds were entered in competition. Mr. Carter's 
irds were in excellent condition, being trained regularly 
ich day, They showed some excellent points, developed 
y judicious mating and tgaining under his management. 
ite expects to capture all the blue and red ribbons at 
Madison Square next season. At the Madison avenue 
utrance of Madison Square, was three displays of car- 
rier pigeons, the New York “Herald,” New York “Jour- 
al” and the Naval display, on which Mr. Carter won a 
special premium. Ths coop of 20 birds was artistically 
lecorated with American flags, bunting, pennants, cut- 
isses, four pictures of U. 8. ships, picture of the Brook 
vn Pigeon Cote, and a number of original official mes- 
suges and holders that were carried by these intelligent 
irds from ships at sea. 





The Buenos Ayres “Standard” of Dec. 23 last, gives 
in account of the maneuvers of the fleet of Uruguay off 
Montevideo, the vessels barticiparing being the Gari- 
baldi, Buenos Aires, 9 de Julio, 25 de Mayo, Libertad, 
Independencia, Dspora and Patria. e maneuvers includ- 
ed the repelling of a pretended attack of torpedo boats, 
and an attack on the fleet by torpedo boats and de- 
stroyers. The most important maneuvers were those 
executed on the Ist of December and the same hour of 
day on the 4th of December, and consisted of an attempt 
by the second division to disembark an invading force of 
150 men on an enemy’s coast defended by the first divis- 
ion. The landing party was successful. During the bal- 
ance of the 67 days occupied by the fleet in executing 
the series of maneuvers, much time was spent in target 
ind torpedo practice. Both fixed and moving targets 
were used placed at varying distances from the ships. 
and with the ships moving at different speeds. Over 7, 
shots were fired from the ships forming the fleet during 
the maneuvers. 


MORAL FITNDSS IN THE NAVY. 


“Town Topics,” which is nothing if not outspoken, 
says: “To the casual observer there would seem to be 
an epidemic of drunkenness just at present among the 
officers of the Navy, the last to be found guilty by court 
martial of such lamentable conduct being Lieut. Fred- 
erick H. Lefavor, of the: gunboat Wheeling, making 
three in about three months. I am happy to say, how- 
ever, that this situation’ is another evidence of the fact 
that statistics are at times misleading. The frequency 
with which officers are arraigned for over-indulgence in 
alcohol is due not to an increase of intemperance in the 
service, but to the bitterness of the opposition to intem- 
perance which has come in with the ‘new’ Navy. Where 
in past years the delinguency might be winked at, it 
is now promptly brought home and the offender is quick- 
ly arraigned. quite agree with Secretary Long, how- 
ever, in his declaration that the sentence imposed upon 
Liuet. Lefavor—merely the loss of four senabeee in his 
grade—was inadequate to the offense. 

“A case which is exciting much sympathy in social and 
naval circles is that of Lieut. Stevens, who has just fin- 
ished with his fourth Board for promotion to Lieutenant 
Commandership, and_has yet a probationary period of 
three months to serve ere he comes before a fifth Board, 
which is to pass finally upon his moral fitness to hold 
his new commission. Tom Stevens is the son of the late 
Rear Adml. T. H. Stevens, ‘Fighting Tom,’ and grand- 
son of old Commo. T. H. Stevens, one of Perry’s Cap- 
tains, and is known throughout the service as one of 
the best officers and. most accomplished gentlemen that 
ever trod a quarter-deck and is therefore disliked by a 
certain class of ‘mustangs.’ These ‘mustangs’ have long 
borne a grudge against the old schoo! officers, and when 
Tom Stevens came up for his step the chance for reprisal 
was too strong to resist. Not a single direct accusation 
was nade against the officer in question and there is no, 
doubt that he will pull through, but the publicity and 
humiliation undergone in his unsought role of ‘horrible 
¢«xample,’ to say nothing of his lost numbers, seem ex- 
cessive punishment for his good fellowship in comparison 
with that inflicted recently upon Lieut. F, H. Lefavor, 
who, having been found guilty of drunkenness while on 
duty, was sentenced to a loss of but four numbers on 
the Navy list. But let the good work go on, oh, Teddy! 
To be sure there will be cakes and ale, but future gener- 
ations will look with reverent awe upon the good shep- 
herd who is so earnest for the whiteness of his flocks, 
that he evolved the following query among the many 
others that commanding oflicers annually answer that 
he may understand the souls of the young men entrust- 
ed to them: ‘Has any entry been made in the medical 
journal during the period covered by this report reflecting 
upon the moral qualifications of this officer? ” 





Webster Dano, Assistant Secretary of the Interior, 
has made an interesting decision involving the 
pensionable status of cadets at the United States Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point. The decision was ren- 
dered in the case of Irving C. Rosse, cadet from July 1, 
1863, to Jan. 23, 1864, for a pension under the act of 
June 27, 1890, which pensions soldiers who served 90 
days in the War of the Rebellion and are now disabled 
from any cause not the result of vicious habits. In his 
decision the Assistant Secretary says: “The claim has 
no legal foundation. It does not fall within the scope 
ef the act of June . To hold that Congress by 
the passage of said act intended to confer a pensionable 
status on a cadet at West Point who was there for the 
purpose of securing an education at the expense of the 
Government, with the a ne of some time being in the 
active military service of the United States, would be to 
hold an absurdity. Besides, the discharge from the 
Academy is not such an honorable discharge from the 
service of the United States as is contemplated by the 
second section of the act of June 27, 1 . It is con- 
ceded, as contended in the appeal, that the cadets of the 
United .States Military Academy. are by law a part of 
the United States Army, and that the applicant was 
therefore in the Army for a period of more than ninety 
days while the war was going on, but the organization 
to which he belonged was not intended at the time he 
was connected with it to render active military service in 
the suppression of the Rebellion, and did not render such 
service. The second section of the act of June 27, 1890, 
refers to officers and enlisted men of organizations which 
were intended to participate in active military operations 
looking to the suppression of the Rebellion. ‘The claim 
is therefore rejected.” 


In his article on “Snap Shots at Wild Beasts,” in the 
“Harper’s Round Table” for February, Mr. René Bach 
tells us that the creatures in Yellowstone Park have 
grown so numerous and so tame as to cause a great deal 
of trouble, and the management are anxious to sell 
some of the black bears to zoological gardens. They 
break into the quarters of the U. 8. troops stationed on 
the reservation, in search of provisions, and they bur- 
glarize the storehouses of the hotels. Col. Young, the 
superintendent, has taken a sort of census of the wild 
animals of the park. There are supposed to be 20,000 
elk and an immense number of antelopes. The beavers. 
once nearly wiped out, are reappearing in the streams, 
and the less desirable coyotes are numerous and bold. 
Expert hunters and trappers are employed as game- 
keepers in the park, but in spite of them there is a great 
deal of poaching, especially on the buffalo who wander 
outside of the park and have been killed to such an extent 
that very few of them remain. Buffalo hides bring a 
good price, and buffalo heads are quoted at from $150 
to $200 each. Elks’ horns sell from $10 to $75 per pair 
to amateur hunters, who exhibit them as trophies of 
their own. 


“Oom Paul” has been elected President of the South 
African Republic for the fifth time by a majority that 
looks as if the Boers were determined to answer the 
English furore over Jamison. He polled 12,764 votes, 
against 3,716 cast for Schalk W. Burger, who is an un- 
official member of the Executive Council, and 1,948 for 
Gen. Joubert, the Vice-President of the Republic. 

An official estimate of the population of Greater New 
York has been made by the Health Department, as fol- 
lows: Number of persons in all five boroughs, 3,438,899.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION. 
In compliance with the provisions of Section 8 of the 
River and Harbor act approved Aug. 5, 1886, Acting 
Secretary Meiklejohn has transmitted to Congress a 
statement showing the name and place of residence of 
each civilian engineer employed in the work of improv- 
ing rivers and harbors, the time and place so employed, 
and the compensation paid. 

The Senate Committee on Claims has favorably re- 
ported the bills providing appropriations for paying the 
losses to officers and crew incurred by the wreck of the 
U. 8S. Revenue Steamer Gallatin; also the bills giving the 
the Court of Claims jurisdiction of the claim of Maj. 
Andrew H. Russell and Maj. William R. Liv- 
ermore for damages for the infringement of their 
patents in the Krag-Jorgensen gun; the claim of 
Henry H. Sibley for the tent that bears his name, and 
the claim of William Cramp & Sons for losses sustained 
by the Government’s delay in purchasing armor. 

By direction of the Senate Naval Committee, Senator 
Tillman has made a favorable report on the Department 
bill to amend Section 4813, R. S., as follows: “When- 
ever any officer, seaman or marine entitled to a pension 
is admitted to the Naval Home at Philadelphia pen- 
sion, so long only as he remains a bene of the 
home, shall be deducted from his accounts and paid to 
the Secretary of the Navy for the benefit of the Naval 
Pension fund; and if such pensioner, or any naval officer, 
seaman, or marine entitled to a pension is admitted to a 
naval hospital the pension, during his continuance in the 
hospital shall be deducted from his accounts and paid 
to the Secretary of the Navy for the benefit of the Naval 
Hospital fund.” 

The Senate Committee on Library has favorably re- 
ported the bill appropriating $10,000 for the erection of a 
soem of Commo. John D. Sloat in the city of Monterey, 

al: 

The Committee on Foreign Relations has favorably 
reported the bill authorizing Lieut. Comdr. Raymond P. 
Rodgers, U. S. N., to accept a decoration of the Cross 
of the Legion of Honor, conferred upon him by. the Presi- 
dent of the French Republic, in June, 1897, while on 
duty at Paris as Naval Attaché to the United States 
Embassy there. 

The Senate Naval Committee at its meeting on Tues- 
day directed that Senator Chandler make favorable re- 
ports to the Senate upon amendments to the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill. One of these amendments provides. 
“That whenever, in the judgment of the Secretary of 
the Navy, the public interests uire the use in the 
naval service of any invention or discovery covered by 
letters patent issued to any officer of the Navy, whether 
retained in his ownership or assigned to others, said 
Secretary shall proceed to use said invention or discovery 
in the manner and to the extent required by such naval 
service, and such royalties and compensation as may be 
equitably due such officer, considering all the circum- 
stances connected with the aang of the invention or 
discovery, and especially all facilities in originating. 
working out or perfecting the invention, which the officer 
may have enjoyed by reason of his official position, may 
be recovered by suit brought by said officer in the Court 
of Claims. Said court shall make rules for the trial of 
such cases, conforming as far as may be with the rules 
established by the Supreme Court for the practice in 
courts of equity, and all cases shall be determined with- 
in one year from the filing of the petition therein unless, 
in the discretion of the court, upon sufficient cause 
shown, the time is extended. The Secretary of the Navy 
is hereby — from making any contract or pay- 
ment for the use of any potent taken out by any naval 
officer.” Another amendment provides for abolishing 
the Corps of Professors of Mathematics in the Navy 
and to provide for the appointment of civilian astrono- 
mers in their place. 

Senator Hale was directed to make favorable reports 
upon an amendment to be submitted to the Naval Appro- 
priation bill, which relates to advertising for naval sup- 
plies in the District of Columbia. 

The House Military Committee devoted its entire ses- 
sion on Tuesday to a discussion of the merits of the bill 
supported by Representative Mahany, of New York, for 
the erection of additional chapels on military reserva- 
tions. The War Department, it will be recalled, recom- 
mended that the bill be so amended as to confine the 
number of chapels to be erected to one for every three 
hundred persons. Of course, the object of the bill was 
to erect a Catholic chapel on the West Point Military 
Reservation. By an overwhelming vote the Committee 
decided to take no action on the measure, 

Mr. Dalzell introduced a bill in the House to restrict 
the blazonry on our flag to the original thirteen stars and 
thirteen stripes. The bill carries its own rhetoric, none 
being required from speakers who support it, “That the 
regulation flag of the United States of America revert to 
the original glorious emblem of this country, of the de- 
votion of her people, namely, “Thirteen stripes, alternate 
red and white, with a blue field, containing thirteen 
white stars, a new constellation,’ and that the size and 
disposition thereof be identical with the original flag.” 

Mr. Hilborn submitted the following: Whereas it has 
come to the knowledge of the War partment that a 
large amount of shrapnel which was purchased from a 
private corporation and paid for after inspection by the 
proper officers of the Army. upon being recebthy tested 
fifty per centum thereof was found to be worthless: 
Therefore, Resolved, That the Committee on Military 
Affairs of the House be directed to inves te the facts 
and ascertain, if possible, who, if anyone, is at fault in 
this matter, and report their conclusions to the .

The House Military Committee on Friday adopted a 
motion to reconsider the bill to establish chapels on miili- 
tary reservations. Representative Mahany introduced a 
bill to remove all religious edifices from such reserva- 
tions. The Senate Apgrensialiets Committee favorably 
reported the Military Academy bill. The only changes 
umde were: Under pay of general Army service one 
hundred and eleven privates of infantry and sixty-one 
privates of cavalry, with consequent increase of appro- 
priation for pay, length of service, pay, clothing and _re- 
tuined pay. The total increase over the House bill is 
$4,448.90. e y 

Adverse reports have been made on bills to extend Fort 
Thomas and to restore ex-Capt. E. W. Ward to active 
service, A bill has been imtroduced in the House to pen- 
sion the widow of Mij. Albert Tracy. In the House on 
Thursday Mr. McClellan introduced a joint resolution 
directing the Secretary of the Navy to pay a sum equal 
to twelve months’ pay to the legal heirs or representa- 
tives of officers and members of the crew of the Maine, 
who perished or were injured. 

At the request of Secretary Long, Senator Hale has 
introduced a resolution appropriating $200,000 for re- 
covering the bodies of the officers and crew and proper- 
ty of the Maine. Estimates submitted by the Secretary 
places the value of ordnance and outfit at $502,152. He 
states that the meager information received respecting 
injury renders it difficult at this time to determine 
whether there is reason to hope that the vessel herself 
may be raised, but that in any event much valuable prop- 
erty can be recoverd. 


BILLS INTRODUCED IN CONGRESS. 


S. 3652—Mr. Hale (by request): Amends Sec. 1477, 
Rey. Stut., to read as follows: “Of the Naval Construc- 
tors five shall have the relative rank of Captain, five of 
Commander, and all others that of Lieutenant Com- 
mander or Lieutenant. Assistant Naval Constructors 
shall have the relative rank of Lieutenant or Lieutenant, 
Junior Grade. Assistant Naval Constructors shall 
promoted to the grade of Naval Constructor after not 
less than eight nor more than fourteen years’ service as 
Assistant Naval Constructor.” 

S. 3074—Mr. Perkins: That Boatswains, Gunners, Car- 
penters and Sailmakers shall, after ten years from date 
of warrant, be commissioned Chief Boatswains, Chief 
Gunners, Chief Carpenters, and Chief Sailmakers, to 
rank with, but after, Ensigns: Provided, That the Chief 
Boatswains, Chief Gunners, Chief Carpenters and Chief 
Sailmakers shall, on promotion, have the same pay and al- 
lowance as that now allowed a 2d Lieutenant of the Army: 
l’rovided, That the pay of Boatswains, Gunners, Car- 
penters and Sailmakers be the same as that now allowed 
by law: Provided further, That nothing in this act shall 
give additional rights to quarters on board ship or to 
command. 

S. 3675—Mr. Perkins: Provides for a commission of 
one member of the Engineer Corps of the regular 
Army, one officer of the Army who shall have been 
on duty at least two years in said Yosemite National 
Park, both of whom shall act herein without additional 
compensation, and one a Civil Engineer and member of 
the Department of Highways of the State of California, 
who shall be paid only his actual expenses incurred, to 
examine, determine and report the facts necessary to 
the establishment of free public highways into the Yo- 
semite National Park, and appropriating $3,000 there- 
for. 

H. R. 8053—Mr. Vincent: That the Secretary of War 
be, and he is hereby, authorized and directed to continue 
the construction of buildings at Fort Riley, Kan., in- 
cluding stables, gun shed, band barrack, veterinary hos- 
pital and paddock, electric lighting plant, bachelor quar- 
ters, assembly room, school library, mess for officers, 
and storehouse for inflammable material; and for this 
purpose the sum of $100,000 is hereby appropriated. 

H. R. 8056—Mr. Burton: —o~ riates $y00'000 for the 
construction of a steel steam lighthouse tender for use in 
the Great Lakes, to be constructed and specially fitted 
for steaming through heavy ice, and to be in all respects 
seaworthy and suited to the service. 

. R. 8060—Mr, Prince: Providing that the Secretary 
of War shall issue to the different States and Territories 
rifles, cannon, and other ordnance stores. 

H. R. 7708—Mr. Lacey: To extend the limits of the 
Yellowstone National Park. 

R. 7860—Mr. Shafrith: Authorizes and directs the 
Secretary of the Treasury to pay to the legal representa- 
tives of John Smith, late of New Mexico, $1,000, being 
in full satisfaction of the judgment obtained by said 
John Smith in the district court of the first judicial dis- 
trict of the Territory of New Mexico, at the August 
term, 1869, against Lieut. Col. John R. Brooke, 3d Inf., 
U. S. A., now Brigadier General, U. 8. A., for alleged 
trespass and false imprisonment. 

H. R,. 7878—Mr. Cooper: Authorizes the Secretary of 
the Navy to select a site for a Navy Yard and naval 
depot at Sabine Pass, either by purchase or by reserva- 
tion of public lands, and make such arrangements as 
may be necessary to establish a Navy Yard and naval 
depot upon the most approved and economical plan on 
the site so obtained, $160,000 being appropriated for the 
purpose.

ELECTION FOR BRIGADIERS, NEW YORK GUARD. 


The election of a Brigade Commander ordered in 
the 5th Brigade of New York, will be held on Tuesday 
evening, March 1, instead of Saturday, March 12, as pre- 
viously ordered. A great deal of speculation has ap- 
peared regarding the prebable sesult of the election for 
Commanders in the Ist and Sth Brigades, but it is as 
yet anybody’s fight, and in each case the contest prom- 
ises to be a close one, In the Ist Brigade the battle will 
undouttedly be between the supporters of Cola. Seward 
and Butt, but in the 5th Brigade every Colonel in it is 
named as a possible candidate, and figuring on the out- 
come is very unreliable. Although Lieut. Col. King, of 
the 22d Regiment, has been named ae 4 candidate for the 
silver star in the Ist Brigade, it is hard to see at ipee 
ent where his s' ters are coming from, tinless there 
is a tie vote for Seward and Butt, in which case King, it 
is thought, might come in as a compromise candidate. 
If Col. Applet of the 7th Regiment, who is senior

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ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. . 

MRS. 8. E. M.—The pay of a carpenter in the U. S. 
Navy is $1,200 per year at sea, $900 on shore duty, and 
$700 on leave or waiting orders. This pay is increased 
according to length of service after the first three years. 

A. G.—You can enlist in the Navy at the New York 
Yard and also at other Navy Yards. Unless you have 
had a sea experience of two years you would be enlisted 
as a landsman, and to enlist as such you must not be 
over 25 years of age. You must also be of good char- 
acter, free from physical defects, and must understand 
and speak the English language. Landsmen with trades 
ean enlist up to 35 years of age. Ordinary seamen re- 
ceive $19 per month, landsmen $16, coal passers $22, 
firemen 30, shipwrights and sailmakers $25. Cooks and 
stewards receive from $45 to $20 per month, and mess 
uttendants $16. 

OLD SOLDIER.—Privates in the Army are eligible to 
compete for a commission as 2d Lieutenant. Of course 
there are certain conditions and qualifications. There 
are no 3d Lieutenants in the Army. 

OLD SOLDIER.—There are no statistics on the sub- 
ject you inquire about. As a matter of fact a man who 
served during the War of the Rebellion would be a 
little too old now for active service in the ranks of the 
regular Army. 

S.—The Board sitting at Fort Leavenworth to report 
upon a system of trumpet telegraphy has not yet sub- 
mitted a report, so we cannot advise you at present. 

J.. A. H.—Write to the Commissioner General Land 
Officer, Interior Department Building, Washington, D. 
(., for the information you desire. 

N. C. asks how an old soldier could secure a position 
as General Service Messenger, and what examination 
has he to pass? Answer—There are now no General 
Service Messengers in the Army. They are now ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of War through the Civil Ser- 
vice, 

©. B. A. asks—1. Referring to plate 85, Cavalry Drill 
Regulations, showing the normal formation of the troops 
in line, the non-commissioned officers are distinguished 
vs Sergeants and Corporals only. I take it that the 3d 
Sergeant is on the right of the platoon, and the 4th 
Sergeant on the right of the second platoon, and the 5th

Secretary Long has transmitted to Congress a memo- 
randum filed with him by Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, 
criticising the bill introduced in Co presenta- 


ngress 

of Rhode Island, for the establishment of a 
National Naval Reserve. In commencing his statement, 
Mr. -Roosevelt states that “the true province of the 
Naval Reserve is (1) to bring up the complement of 
vessels from a peace fodting to a war footing, and (2) to 
make up for the waste of war. No European nation 
maintains its Navy on a war footing in time of peace, 
and each European Government has a system of re- 
serves. It has been found necessary in England in order 
to attract men to the Naval Reserve, to offer the induce- 
ments of short service, bounties and pensions. The es- 
tablishment of an efficient Naval Reserve in the United 
States would involve the expenditure of a large amount 
of ry! and this expenditure would not be justified 
until a thorough investigation had been made as to the 
best method of gaining men proportionate in number to 
the expense incurred. There should be a Board of Com- 
missioners appointed by the President to thoroughly in- 
vestigate the subject of Naval Reserves and to prepare 
a plan best suited to our needs. A majority of the Board 
should be naval officers with whom should be associated 
representatives of the United States merchant marine 
and a representative of the Treasury Department. The 
bill provides for one representative of the State Naval 
Militia. It would be a good thing to have one of the 
Naval Militia officers who has made a special study of 
this question on the Board, and it is greatly to the credit 
of the Naval Militia that so many of their members 
should show the zeal and intelligence they have shown in 
studying all questions bearing on the good of the Navy: 
but the Naval Militia as such, need not be represented on 
the Board. Many of them would render great service in 
the formation ofa reserve; but they would render it not 
because of their embodiment as Naval Militia, but be- 
cause of their individual interest, intelligence and zeal. 
Mr. Roosevelt states that no Naval Reserve can be made 
effective unless the drills are made compulsory. It would 
probably be difficult, he says, to induce seafaring classes 
to give the time necessary for sufficient drill and instruc- 
tion unless the pay and allowances were made sufficiently 
large to induce them to forfeit their wages for the period 
during which they would be absent from their regular 
occupations.” Mr. Roosevelt approves that feature of the 
bill regarding the transfer of officers of the regular Navy 
to the reserve upon their own application and says such 
a provision would be very desirable.

Secretary Long has forwarded a recommendation to 
the House Naval Committee that $350 be appropriated 
for the erection of a granite stone monument to mark 
the spot in the New York Navy Yard formerly occupied 
by the old Jersey prison ship.

Mahan, who states that on a rude sketch dated 1807 
there appears a dotted circle or ship outline marked 
“Jersey Ship.” This doubtless represents either the 
half sunk hull of the old Jersey dragged upon what 
were then the flats. Representative Cummings has al- 
ready taken action looking to the erection of a monu- 
ment to the martyrs, having made a favorable report 
from the House Naval Committee on the bill appropriat- 
ing $100,000 for this purpose. 


We published last week the annual statement of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company of New York, The 
good news of largely increased assets, gains in premium 
income and augmented surplus will be welcome to our 
many readers who have policies in this great company.

The latest addition to the Royal Portuguese Navy is 
the twin-screw cruiser Adamastor, which performed her 
speed trials and was accepted in July last. The ship was 
built and engined by Orlando Brothers, of Leghorn; her 
general dimensions are as follows, viz.: Length, between 
perpendiculars, 242 feet 2 inches (73.810 m.); length, over 
all 261 feet (79.622 m.); breadth, 35 feet 2 inches (10.730 
m.); depth, molded, 21 feet 4% inches (6.500 m.); normal 
displacement, 1,765 metric tons; displacement, with 419 
tons of coal on voard, 1,962 tons. e hull is of steel 
and is partially double bottomed. The whole is divided 
into twenty-three main water-tight compartments, and 
the lower deck is of steel with water-tight doors. The 
armament consists of two 15 cm, Krupp guns, placed one 
on the topgallant forecastle, and one on the ra uar- 
terdeck; four quick-firing 10.5 em., and four quick-firing 
6.5 em. Krupp guns on the main deck; two 37 mm. 
Hotchkiss guns on the bridge; two 6.5 mm. Nordenfeldt 
machine guns on the fighting tops. Besides, there are 
three torpedo tubes, one forward and two on the broad- 
side on the main deck. The official results of this first 
trial, made on the 28th of June, 1897, are: Mean speed, 
17.19 knots; mean revolutions 119, with a maximum of 
122; indicated horse power varying from 2,900 to 3,100,
